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DESIGNATION OF ARMY SCHOOLS. 

The Secretary of War on Jan. 27 directed the publi- 
cation of a general order relating to designations of Ser- 
vice schools. In connection with the provisions of Gen- 
eral Order 112, W.D., 1919, General and Special Service 
schools are designated as follows: 

General Service Schools—(a) The School of the Line, 
Fort Leavenworth; (b) The General Staff School, Fort 
Leavenworth; (c) The General Staff College, Washing- 
ton Barracks, D.C. The above named schools replace the 
following: (a) The Army School of the Line, Fort 
Leavenworth; (b) The Army Staff College, Fort Leav- 
enworth; (c) The Army War College, Washington, D. 

_C. The two general Service schools at Fort Leaven- 
worth are together referred to as “The General Service 
Schools, Fort Leavenworth,” and the commandant of 
these schools as “The Commandant, General Service 
Schools, Fort Leavenworth.” 

Special Service Schools—The Air Service Pilot School, 
March Field, Riverside, Calif.; Air Service Pilot School, 
Carlstrom Field, Arcadia, Fla.; Air Service Storekeep- 
ers’ School, Dayton, Ohio; Army Bandleaders’ School, 
Fort Jay, N.Y.; Army Medical School, Washington, D.

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NEW SYSTEM OF ARMY MARKSMANSHIP. 


Col, Alexander J. Macnab, Inf., U.S.A., in command 
of Camp Benning, is the author of an article on “Marks- 
manship at the Infantry School,” which appears in the 
January number of the Infantry Journal, that will in- 
terest all those in the Service who use the rifle, because 
of the new points presented. Colonel Macnab explains 
that the object of the Infantry School at Benning is to 
develop approved methods of training for the use of In- 
fantry organizations of the Army and to establish stand- 
ards of excellence which the Infantry organizations will 


be required to teach. 
He explains that it is not his intention to give a de- 


tailed description of the system. -“The exact methods to 
be followed,” he says will be laid down in ‘The Soldier’s 
Handbook of the Rifle and Score Book’ and in ‘Rifle 
Marksmanship’ (revision of Small Arms Firing Manual) 
both of which will be issued to the Service before the 
next target season.” He adds: “The methods of in- 
struction now in use at the Camp Benning School are 
to be written into the new Small Arms Firing Manual, 
and the scores made by the classes are to be used as a 
basis in fixing the minimum standard of excellence which 
each separate organization of the Infantry will be re- 
quired to attain. The day has gone by when the com- 
mander of a very poor shooting company has nothing to 
fear so long as his reports and returns are properly 
made out. For this reason the results obtained in the 
marksmanship course by the class now at Camp Ben- 
ning and the methods used in obtaining these results are 
of immediate interest to the whole Service. The class 
consists of the Infantry officers who graduated from 
West Point in 1919. One hundred and twenty-four offi- 
cers completed the course, with the following result: 
Ninety-five qualified as expert rifleman, twenty-four as 
sharpshooter and five as marksman. None was un- 
qualified. The average score per man, found by adding 
all the scores and dividing the sum by the number of 
men shooting, was 260.58. The high score, 287, was made 
by Lieut. R. L. Williamson. So far as is known 287 is 
the highest score that has ever been made in the Army 
in record firing. It will not do for the reader, if he is 
an officer of the Army, to now remark, “These figures 
are interesting, if true, but very probably not true,’ and 
dismiss the matter from his mind. These figures -con- 
cern directly every officer of the Service, because they 
are to form a basis for the fixing of a standard which 
he will have to reach with his organization in the future 
to avoid being investigated for incompetence. It is not 
expected that the average company will be made up of 
men who rank as high in intelligence and education as 
this particular class, but records only slightly lower 
than this have been made, and are being made, with the 
ordinary company by using these same methods, which 
were first developed in the 2d Battalion of the 14th In- 
fantry at Fort Lawton in 1914 and put into effect in 
the entire battalion in 1915. Of the 263 men in the bat- 
talion 167 qualified as expert rifleman, 68 as_ sharp- 
shooter, 27 as marksman and one was unqualified. The 
result was published at the time, was promptly branded 
by the entire Service as false and was dismissed from 
the mind.” 

The main points of difference between the preliminary 
instruction under this system and that usually given to 
troops in the past include: None of the purely physical 
exercises, known as “push and pull”; the triangle sight- 
ing exercises are given at a range of 200 yards with an 
eight-inch aiming disk, after first having . instructed 
the class in the principles of aiming at close range with 
the small disk; the description of the pressing of the 
trigger differs materially from that usually given and 
the trigger squeeze exercise is different; each man un- 
dergoing instruction has a coach beside him whenever he 
is going through any of the preliminary exercises, and 
no man is ever idle while waiting his turn to be put 
through an exercise; each squad leader keeps a card on 
which is printed each of the items necessary for a man 
to know in order to be a good shot. The name of each 
member of the squad is written on this card and each 
one must qualify individually in all of the enumerated 
points before he is allowed to go on the range. 

Colonel Macnab concludes by saying that the danger 
of the new manual to be used lies in the fact that at 
first glance it looks like the same old stuff. The care- 
less reader is apt to glance through it and, seeing that 
the headings are very familiar, take for granted that the 
reading matter under the headings is also familiar, and 
so proceed through the target season in the same old 
familiar way. The results obtained by this kind of offi- 
cer will be surprisingly poor. The new manual really 
lays down a system of detail which, if carefully followed, 
will really produce results. To an officer who takes a 
sporting interest in the game it will be a pleasure. 
To the officer who is not interested it will probably be, 
to quote the captain in Hawaii again, “a hell of a lot 
of work.” 
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CONSTRUCTION DIVISION PLANS. 


Important plans are under way by the Construction 
Division of the U.S. Army, of which Brig. Gen. Richard 
©. Marshall is the head, for many long neded improve- 
ments at Fort Bliss, Texas, which will make it one of the 
largest Regular Army posts. This is in view, no doubt, 
of the strategic value of its location, being about mid- 
way of the Mexican border and immediate to it. It is 
about midway between Forts Ringgold, McIntosh and 
Clark on the east, and Baird, Huachuca, Rosecrans and 
Pio Pico on the west. The hospital improvements au- 
thorized will make it ample to take care of all cases oc- 
curring in the Southern Department and along the Mexi- 
can border. f 

Plans and specifications are practically completed cov- 
ering the construction at Picatinny Arsenal of the ex- 
perimental ammunition plant, which will be self-con- 
tained and complete. All buildings will be specially de- 
signed and will consist of acid, loading T.N.T., and pri- 
mary fusing buildings. This plant is merely for re- 
search purposes wherein the best methods of manufac- 
ture and matérials to be used and loading of shells are 
to be determined. Congress has appropriated $1,600,000 
for this purpose. The Construction Division is convert- 
ing open air wards comprised in four buildings at_Gen- 
eral Hospital No. 21, Denver, Colo., into officers’ 
quarters.

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TRACTOR DEMONSTRATION AT NORFOLK. 
Norfolk, Va., Jan. 25, 1920. 

A tractor demonstration was held at the Army Supply 
Base at Norfolk, Va., on Jan. 23, under the auspices of 
the Soldiers’ Vocational Training School at that place. 
Officers and men received a demonstration of the Ford- 
son tractor, as one of the first steps in a general educa- 
tional course for enlisted men launched several weeks 
ago by Brig. Gen. George H. McManus, base commander, 
and placed under the direct supervision of Major Paul 
Crank, C.O., Camp U.S. Troops. 

All but essential duties were suspended, and the troops 
were marched at two o’clock to the demonstration 
grounds, for the turning of the first ground in the area 
where the argicultural sections will operate during the 
spring. The first event furnished all the excitement of 
an automobile race as the powerful little tractor circled 
the area several times at the rate of twelve miles per 
hour. Sharp turns, quick shifts into reverse and for- 
ward again, and a run through thick brush and over 
rough ground held the men’s interest until the practical 
demonstration began. 

Major Crank, who is a rancher and an agricultural 
enthusiast as well as a veteran of the A.E.F., opened the 
ceremony with a short talk on the accomplishments and 
future of vocational training and the important functions 
of the tractor in modern farming. Appreciation was 
expressed to the Fordson people, from the district office 
in Richmond, Va., and the local firm in Norfolk, who 
had without cost to the Government and in the interest of 
vocational training made the demonstration possible. 

A two-bottom fourteen-inch plow and a disc harrow 
were in turn attached to the tractor, the men following 
the implements over the field and noting each operation. 
An acre of new ground was completely plowed and har- 
rowed in less than one and one-half hours, such a feat 
requiring practically one day of steady work using the 
old team method. On completion of the practical demon-

stration, Mr. H. M. Vaughan, representative of the Uni- 
versal Motor Company, of Richmond, delivered a lecture 
on the general subject of tractors. Manager W. P. 
Tyree and Mr. C. H. Turner, of the Johnson Motor Cor- 
poration, local agent for the tractor, made short talks. 
The intense interest shown by the soldier was evidenced 
by the bombardment of questions. The first demonstra- 
tion of this tractor took place in May, 1917. Since then 
55,000 have been put in operation in this country, and 
many were sent during the war to England and France. 
They were used extensively at the Army Agricultural 
School at Le Mans following the signing of the armistice. 

Major Crank has announced that various other demon- 
strations in connection with his Army educational plans 
will take place at the troop camp from time to time. It 
is his desire to welcome all citizens of Norfolk, and 
friends of the soldiers, who are interested, to witness fur- 
ther demonstrations. ‘The marked success of the voca- 
tional project is evidenced by the fact that approximately 
three-fourths of the troops are devoting four hours every 
day, excepting Saturdays and Sundays, to general edu- 
cational work and vocational training, under the compe- 
tent instructors procured by the Government. Classes 
now in operation include electricity, steam engineering, 
automotives, plumbing, machinists, carpentering, sheet 
metal work, telegraphy, reading, spelling, penmanship, 
arithmetic, grammar and higher mathematics. The 
abundance of equipment and apparatus has been a great 
help to the success to the classes at the Army Supply 
Base. Among organizations that have taken advantage 
of the educational and vocational work are: Cos. B, F, 
G and H, 12th Inf.; Camp Hospital, Motor Transpor- 
tation Corps, and the Quartermaster Corps. 
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RECORD FIRING AT FORT WINFIELD SCOTT. 


At the recent service night firing at Fort Winfield 
Scott, Coast Defenses of San Francisco, what is believed 
to be a world’s record was established by the 10th, 12th 
and 16th Companies at Battery Saffold, writes a corre- 
spondent there. The fire commander, Major Fred Seydel, 
the battery commander, Capt. J. R. Nygaard, the range 
officers, Capt. J. B. Muir, jr., and 1st Lieut. C. E. Cot- 
ter, and the emplacement officers, Lieuts. E. F. Olsen and 
W. H. Rice, were congratulated by the South Pacific 
Artillery - District Commander, Col. Ira A. Haynes, on 
their work. 

Using two twelve-inch rifles on barbette mounts, and 
firing at a moving target at a mean corrected range of 
6,620 yards, six and one-half hits were obtained out of 
seven shots. Every shot pierced the hypothetical target, 
the “half hit’ having a lateral deviation of zero, but 
passing through the “turret” on the center of the target, 
which counts for but one-half a hit. The record is even 
more remarkable because of the abnormal muzzle velocity 
developed by the powder. As determined from the day 
practise four days earlier, the muzzle velocity was but 
2,055 feet per second, as compared with a normal muzzle 
velocity of 2,250 feet per second. 

No trial shots were fired for the night practice. A new 
muzzle velocity was computed by the battery range offi- 
cers from the results of the day firing by analyzing the 
day practice and eliminating the errors of personnel, thus 
obtaining a new theoretical center of impact from which 
the muzzle velocity to be used in the night firing was 
derived. Battery Crosby, two six-inch rifles on disap- 
pearing carriages, using tracer shells, obtained twelve 
hits out of twenty shots, a remarkably good showing. 
Capt. J. T. deCamp was battery commander and Lieut. 
R. #®. Starr range officer. 

A letter by Lieut: Gen. Hunter Liggett was published 
in 'G.O. 4, H.Q. C.D. of S8.F., as to the night target prac- 
tice at Batteries Saffold and Crosby, in which he said: 
“A comparison of the number of hits with the proba- 
bility of hitting, for caliber of guns and mean range re- 





/ported, shows that from 2.4 to 3 times as many hits were 
.obtained as may be reasonably expected under good tar- 


get practice conditions during daylight. When it is con- 


‘sidered that this practice was conducted at night, and 
‘under the further handicap due to depleted personnel, 
which made it necessary to man the batteries engaged 
‘with composite companies made up of the personnel of 
itwo or more companies, the results obtained indicate pro- 
fessional zeal and attention to duty on the part of both

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NEW HOSPITAL FOR PANAMA. 

Construction work on the new National Hospital of 
the Republic of Panama has begun and is progressing 
rapidly. It will be a model of its kind, writes a corre- 
spondent in Panama, and the finest hospital south of 
the United States. It is located on “El Hatillo,” a high 
point facing the Pacific ocean in the suburbs of the city 
of Panama. The layout will cover fourteen acres, and 
be composed of eleven reinforced concrete buildings ar- 
ranged in rectangular form. At the front stands the 
main building, a structure 240 feet long and four stories 
in height, and flanked on either side by quarters for 
nurses and doctors. ; ; , 

The capacity of the National Hospital will be 600 pa- 
tients, and there will be separate pavilions for venereal 
and infectious diseases, tuberculosis and obstetrics. 
Modern laboratory, X-ray and radium departments will 
be features, and a School of Nursing and Post Graduate 
School for Tropical Medicine will be included in order 
to offer an opportunity for physicians from northern 
countries to make a special study of the diseases inci- 
dent to the tropics and subtropics. _ ar 

The construction of the new hospital is in charge of 
Major Edgar A. Bocock, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who is at 
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present superintendent of the Santo Tomas Hospital, 
Panama, R. de P., and when completed will assume 
charge of the new institution. Major Bocock has recently 
returned from France, where he was assistant command- 
ing officer of Mesves Hospital Center, which was the 
largest hospital in the world, having under treatment 
22,000 patients when the armistice was signed. 
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DEMOBILIZATION AND ENLISTMENTS. 


Troops Demobilized—From the signing of the armis- 
tice to Jan. 30, 1920, 3,463,077 troops were reported dis- 
charged. Of these, 181,631 were officers and 3,281,446 
were enlisted men, the latter including 24,320 furloughed 
to the Reserve. 

Enlistments for Regular Army.—Between Feb. 28, 
1919, and Jan. 24, 1920, 170,341 enlistments for the 
Regular Army were reported, including 1,854 for the 
week ended Jan. 24. 

Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 
Army on Jan. 27 was 240,413, not including nurses and 
Army field clerks. Of this number, 190,574 were in the 
United States. 

Regular Army Officers Resigned.—Between Nov. 11, 
1918, and Jan. 29, 1920, 2,242 resignations of Regular 





Army officers were accepted. Of this number 244 have 
resigned since Nov. 1, 1919. 

Emergency Officers in Line Services.—Of a total of 
8,692 emergency officers who were on duty Jan. 26, 
2,387, or twenty-seven per cent., were officers of the line, 
1,907, or twenty-two per cent., belonged to the Medical 
Department, and 1,378, or sixteen per cent., belonged to 
the Air Service.

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RETIREMENT OF EMERGENCY OFFICERS.

in-chief or limit the means of action at his disposal. 
Unity in the conception and in the direction are abso- 
lutely essential. Napoleon, it will be remembered, re- 
jected the proposal of the directory that he should share 
the command of the armée d’Italie with Kellerman, on 
the plea that: il est préferable pour une armée d’étre 
commandée par un mauvais général que par deux bons. 
Strange to say, democracies offer more numerous ex- 
amples of governmental interference with the -command 
than do monarchies. To a cause of that order were 
partly due French reverses in 1870, notably MaeMahon’s 
disastrous march on Sedan and Chanzy's failure to re- 
lieve besieged Paris. In the present war, whereas the 
enjoyment of complete freedom of action enabled Joffre 
and Foch to achieve decisive success, the misguided in- 
terference of Premier VPainlevé placed an insuperable 
obstacle between Nivelle (April, 1917) and the victory 
which he had skilfully prepared and could legitimately 
expect, and is generally held to have delayed the end- 
ing of the war by some eighteen months—which means 
the Allies could have won without having to wait for 
American help. 

Patriotic intentions and even high scientific attain- 
ments do not entitle a politician to meddle with the con- 
duct of war. That is a special business, in several re- 
apects the most difficult of all trades, that has to be 
learned by itself, for its own sake, by years of theory 
and practice. Monsieur Painlevé’s case shows this well. 
His idea‘of limiting Nivelle’s projected offensive for fear 
of risks | was militarily unsound. Nivelle judiciously re- 
torted: “Je ne sais pas ce que c'est qu'une demi-bataille.” 
It is safe to decide on battle when, as Napoleon said, 
you have seventy per cent. chances of winning it. But 
of course risks can never be altogether excluded. Gen- 
eral de Castelman stated: “You must do one thing or 
the other. Halfway measures mean stupid waste. If 
you deliver battle, you must ‘mener la bataille a fond,’ 
and fight with the whole of your resources to the limit 
of human endurance. It is absolutely impossible to 
limit beforehand the expenditure of human lives.” More- 
over, he added, “l'emploi des forces est essentellement 
du domaine du général en chef, sans qu'il soit possible 
au gouvernement d'intervenir dans la conduite d'une 
eperation décidée.” Either the government trusts the 
commander-in-chief or it does not; if it does it must let 
him have full freedom of action. 

This was manly common sense. Unfortunately for 
France, a calculating and hesitating “bookworm” was at 
the helm who, with the best intentions, never ceased 
pestering the life of the commander-in-chief with his de- 
mands of explanations and interviews, his objections 
and warnings, and who, on the eve of the attack, called 
together a council of subordinate officers and politicians 
to publicly discuss a plan of operations that ought to 
have been kept secret, and, finally, the battle hardly 
begun and 58,000 Boche prisoners captured, took fright 
and asked that the attack be discontinued. It is obvi- 
ous an army handicapped in this way could achieve 
pothing. For worse luck, Nivelle, who was commander- 
in-chief of the Franco-British forces, did not receive from 
General Douglas Haig the hearty co-operation which he 
had a right to expect. Significant in this respect is the 


correspondence between the two Allied commanders-ia- 
chief that has just been published. 


It is only under 





Foch, and owing to the noble initiative of Pershing, that 
was at last realized that real unity in the Allied com- 
mand without which victory would Lave been impossible. 

Marshal de Saxe was once told that to have seen 
many battles was the true qualification for command. 
He replied: “If that is so, you had better take my mule 
as your general, for she has seen as many battles as I 
have.” In 1870, French chiefs, veterans of the Mexican, 
Crimean and Algerian wars, such as MacMahon, Ba- 
saine, Canrobert, were professionally outmatched by 
German generals with no previous personal experience 
of war; and as a matter of fact, the most successful 
French leader in that disastrous campaign, Chanzy, was 
an improvised general. Similarly, in the last world con- 
flict, whereas able army commanders like Mangin and 
Gouraud had made their apprenticeship in colonial ex- 
peditions, Foch, the grand chief who with a sure hand led 
the Allies to victory,-had had no practice whatever of 
the real thing before the world conflict. Yet, his man- 
agement of the 9th French army in the first battle of the 
Marne (1914) and of the Franco-British forces ‘in the 
Yser and Somme campaigns will ever be admired by 
military students as models of the tactical art and as 
feats of superhuman energy, while the ability with 
which, in the spring, 1918, he retrieved an apparently 
hopeless situation and mastered an amount of obstacles 
unprecedented in the whole course of history, rank him 
above the greatest conquerors of the past. No miracle 
in this revelation of a great man, and no power of im- 
provisation, but merely the effect of a life study of the 
lessons of history. From the first day he donned the 
uniform of an artillery officer (on the morrow of the 
1870 disasters) up to his sixty-fourth year, Foch took 
up as his favorite mental and moral sport, as his one 
hobby, realistic, the study of war in all its aspects. In 
imagination he lived the battles of the past, assimilated 
the indomitable fighting spirit that animated the con- 
querors of old, gradually broadened his intellectual scope, 
matured his judgment, strengthened his resolve, and ac 
quired, together with the gift of accurate foresight, that 
fron will and love of risks that distinguish born ecom- 
manders, and so found himself ready to shoulder, with a 
serene brow, the most terrific responsibilities that ever 
confronted any man. He had a tactical belief, a firm 
doctrine of victory, for, as say justly the Germans: “Mit 
dem Schwert ein Glauben must auch kiimpfen.”

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WASHINGTON AS “FATHER” OF THE Navy. 

Was George Washington the “father” of the United 
States Navy? is the question asked by Edgar Stanton 
Maclay, who died not long ago, in an article which ap- 
peared in the December issue of the U.S. Naval Institute 
l’roceedings. Mr. Maclay wrote a history of the Navy 
and was also the author of several works on officers of 
the Navy. In the article in question he says: “A most 
interesting point arises, a point which hitherto seems to 
have entirely escaped the attention of our historians, 
namely, Was Washington the ‘father’ of the Navy? We 
are familiar with the arguments advanced in behalf of 
John Paul Jones and John Barry as being ‘founders of 
the Navy,’ but here the stubborn fact appears that be- 
fore Jones, Barry or any other seamen received their 
commissions or, indeed, before Congress decided to estab- 
lish a navy, Washington, as the highest military official 
of the rebelling colonies, issued commissions on Sept. 2, 
1775, to armed craft for the expressed purpose of cap- 
turing enemy transports and cruisers wherever found. 
Washington borrowed the armed schooners Lynch and 
Franklin from Massachusetts and commissioned them 
to cruise against the enemy. He also issued commissions 
to other armed craft, including the Lee. It was not until 
Oct. 13, 1775, that Congress appointed its first naval 
committee, with power limited to fitting out two cruisers 
to intercept British vessels laden with military supplies, 
bound for America, and it was not until the 13th of the 








following December that Congress authorized the con- 
struction of the first vessels for our Navy. On Dec. 22 
the naval committee submitted to Congress the first offi- 
cial list of officers for our Navy.” 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
No Commutation for Quarters Not Occupied. 

If an officer of the Navy is ordered to temporary duty 
and retains his public quarters at his permanent station 
he is not entitled to commutation.of quarters, heat and 
light at his temporary station. The Comptroller gives 
this decision in the case of an ensign in the U.S.N.R.F. 
whose regular station was at Pensacola, Fla., and who 
was ordered to temporary duty at Indianapolis, “his 
quarters at his regular station having been held open for 
his occupancy, but not occupied by himself or any mem- 
ber of his family.” The Comptroller continues: “If so 
held open upon his own request and for his convenience, 
or in readiness for occupancy by members of his family, 
if so desired, said quarters were, in fact, retained by 
him, in which case he is not entitled to commutation at 
his regular station, In view of the circumstances of 
this case and the temporary nature of the officer’s duty 
at Indianapolis, it is presumed that he is actually re- 
taining his quarters at Pensacola, and under such eir- 
cumstances he may not lawfully be paid commutation of 
quarters, heat and light while on duty at Indianapolis. 





Bona Fide Residence. 

An enlisted man of the U.S. Marine Corps, whose 
home was in Chicago, Ill., went to Denver, Colo., to en- 
list fur the sole purpose of availing himself of the op- 
portunity of being sent to Mare Island, Calif., rather 
than to Parris Island, 8.C., which would have been the 
case had he enlisted at Chicago. He gave his address as 
Logan, lowa, the home of his mother. Prior to the date 
of his discharge he informed his superior ollicers that 
his bona fide residence was at Chicago, to which place 
he requested mileage upon discharge. ‘This request was 
denied and mileage paid him to Denver, the place of en- 
listment. In revising the action of the Auditor the 
Comptroller points out that “the intention of the act of 
Feb. 28, 1919, must have been that the enlisted man 
should have the five cents per mile to his actual bona fide 
home or residence, even if that place was different and 
at a greater distance from the place of discharge than 
the place of his acceptance for enlistment.’ ‘Therefore 
the Auditor's decision is reversed and the allowance of 
tive cents per mile from Mare Island, Calif., the place of 
discharge, to Chicago is granted. 

Assignment to Higher Command. 


Affirming a disallowance made by the Auditor in the 
ease of a former Army officer who had claimed the dif- 
ference in pay and allowances between captain and major 
while commanding a battalion of a depot brigade at 
Camp Funston, Kas., “under verbal orders of the com- 
mander of the training unit,” the Comptroller quotes a 
report of The Adjutant General of the Army that the 
command of a battalion is not such a command as falls 
within the statute. He quotes the language of the court 
in the case of Humphreys v. United States that “the 
term ‘battalion’ is merely tactical, and the assignment 
of command to field officers is merely to designate their 
places in the field. When a regiment is not in line of 
battle a lieutenant colonel or major has neither com- 
mand nor designated official duties as such.” He con- 
tinues: “Even if the facts were different in the case of 
the training unit and if the battalion was a ‘self-admin- 
istrative battalion’ as stated by you, your claim could 
not be allowed under the act for the reason that it does 
appear that in your case the command was exercised, as 
required, ‘under an assignment in orders issued by com- 
petent authority.” In G.O. No. 86 and Cir. No. 18, A 
G.O., 1898, it was required that an assignment to a 
higher command should be made only by the Secretary 
of War or the commanding general in the field. It has 
been held that when an officer, whose case otherwise 
comes within the act, exercised command under orders 
of a superior which he was bound to obey the approving 
orders of the commanding general in the field might be 
issued subsequently with a retroactive effect. These 
conditions do not obtain in your case, however.” 

Mount Must be Actually Available. 

A chaplain attached to a Cavalry regiment stationed 
at Columbus, N.M., was transferred to Hoboken, N.J., 
for duty. He left his horse, a private mount, with the 
quartermaster at Columbus as orders had been promul- 
gated that prevented the shipment of a horse to a port 
of embarkation. He made a claim for additional pay 
for private mount owned as chaplain, first lieutenant, 
but the claim was disallowed by the Auditor on the 
ground that his was a permanent assignment to a new 
station. The C somptrolle r, in affirming the action of the 
Auditor, states that “the right of an officer to the addi- 
tional pay provided for maintaining a mount attaches 
only for any period during which the mount is actually 
available for the use of the officer at the particular sta- 
tion where he is serving.” 

No Allowance for Horse Lost in Hurricane. 

The application of a retired Army officer for a re- 
vision of the action of the auditor in disallowing his 
elaim for the value of private property, including a horse, 
lost in the Galveston storm of August, 1915, has been 
denied by the Comptroller on two grounds. The first of 
these is that at the time of the storm the officer in ques- 
tion was temporarily absent from his post, sick and 
under treatment at Walter Reed Hospital at Washing- 
ton. For this reason “there was a consequent inability 
to exercise an election to save Governmental, rather than 
claimant's private, property.” An additional reason for 
disallowing the claim for the value of the horse is that, 
under the decisions of this office, horses are not within 
the provisions of the act of March 3, 1885, the law in 
force at the time of the loss governing reimbursement of 
officers and men for private property lost in the military 
service. 

No Civil Pay for Enlisted Men. 

The payment to enlisted men of the Army of daily 
rates of pay in addition to their regular soldiers’ pay for 
doing emergency service as trainmen while on furlough 
is unauthorized. This decision is given by the Comp- 
troller in response to a letter of inquiry from the Secre- 
tary of War, who transmitted a request from a finance 
officer as to whether he could pay enlisted men in the 
above circumstances. In addition the Comptroller points 
out that it has been held by his office that an enlisted 
man cannot be paid, while on furlough, “for services 
rendered the Government in a civil service position with 
compensation fixed by law or regulation.” 
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DEFECTS IN THE SENATE ARMY BILL. 


The letter from the Military Training Camps Asso- 
eiation of the United States to Senator Wadsworth, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
printed in our issue of Jan. 31, page 680, and which 
congratulates Senator Wadsworth “on the splendid piece 
of constructive legislation embodied in the Army Reor- 
ganization bill (S. 3792)” expresses a form of opinion 
regarding military matters that is as old as our country 
itself. The letter, in common with the language of the 
bill, definitely proposes to reduce the Regular Army 
“gradually to the minimum necessary for oversea garri- 
sons, home defense, training and administrative work,” 
and the bill actually eliminates the time-honored name 
of the Regular Army, with all its glorious records and 
associations, from the forces comprising the Army of 
the United States. On this point the bill reads: “The 
Army of the United States shall consist of the overseas 
garrisons, the home forces, the training forces, the Na- 
tional Guard,” etc., these first three branches being made 
up from what the bill styles the “permanent personnel,” 
the title Regular Army appearing nowhere in this section. 
The members of the Training Camps Association may not 
realize the fact, but what they are attempting to do in 
thus reducing the Regular Army is what has been done in 
the United States after every war since the Revolution. 


Such attempts have always succeeded in the past and - 


they may do so again, much as we regret the possible 
repetition of this grave danger to the country. The 
members of the Training Camps Association are adyo- 
cates of “preparedness,” we assume. Yet they can have 
read Upton to little profit if they cannot see that to re- 
duce the Regular Army below the strength asked for by 
the General Staff is to attempt to build a “citizen 
army” upon a foundation too small to catry it. We had 
hoped that our experiences previous to our entry into 
the World War, and during it, with our military forces 
would teach the intelligent men of the United States 
that never again should we repeat the errors made after 
all our previous wars in reducing the Regular Army. 
But that hope is in vain. The same tragedy of military 
Policy is being attempted in this mistaken idea of im- 
proving our national defense. 

That we do not overestimate the gravity of this at- 
tempt to reduce the Regular Army to a shadow of what 
it should be is shown by the language of the Training 
Camps Association letter and also of the report made 
by the sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs (Report 400), dated Jan. 28. This last docu- 
ment states that the Army of the United States will in- 
clude “proper garrisons for our overseas possessions and 
a small but efficient home force available for minor mili- 
tary emergencies.” (The italics are ours.) The letter 
ef the Training Camps Association declares that “spe- 
cifically we believe the bill will receive the support of 
the country because it wisely establishes the 
principle that the professional army is to be gradually 
reduced to the minimum necessary for overseas garri- 
sons, home defense, training and administrative work.” 
And the letter further- asks the Senate Committee to 
reconsider “the desirability of reducing even further the 
initial authorized enlisted strength of the Regular Army, 
having in mind the need of economy.” To link the Reg- 
ular Army of the United States with “minor military 
emergencies” is in the nature of an affront to a Service 
on which the people of the United States have always 
had to depend in the past as a last resource to restore 


order in the case of interna! disorders and great calami- 
ties when the police, the National Guard and relief so- 
cieties had failed completely in their several tasks. Else- 
where in this issue we print a study made by the Gen- 
eral Staff of the needs of the Regular Army which shows 
very clearly that with the strength of 280,000 proposed 
by the Senate Reorganization bill the Army cannot be 
made to function properly. We would have thought the 
experience of the World War would have taught every- 
one, including interested civilians, that with the intro- 
duction of the new arms and services our Army never 
could be reduced to such proportions as the Senate bill 
and the Training Camps Association desire. But this 
also has been a vain hope. The advocates of this meas- 
ure clearly have learned nothing either from the grave 
mistakes of our military policy in the past or from the 
experiences of the war in which the National Defense 
Act was tried by fire and came through the ordeal tri- 
umphant. : 

The National Training Camps Association believes 
one of the admirable features of the bill to be that which 
allows young men coming to military age tb elect 
whether they shall serve~their time in the training 
forces or with the National Guard; We cannot agree 
with this opinion for the reason that, in connection with 
military affairs, once a man is given a choice as to 
what he shall do in obeying a military law then disci- 
pline begins to be affected to its detriment. “A prompt 
and unhesitating obedience to orders is indispensable to 
the complete attainment of the object,’ wrote Justice 
Story of the Supreme Court of the United States. “The 
service is a military service, and the command of a mili- 
tary nature; and in such eases every delay and every 
obstacle to an efficient and immediate compliance neces- 
sarily tend to jeopard the public interest.” Again, it 
was written by the Federal judiciary: “To insure effi- 
ciency, an army must be, to a certain extent, a despot- 
ism.” Moreover, this elective choice will tend to build 
up the National Guard at the expense of the “citizen 
army,” for it is only human nature that a young man 
should prefer the easier way of doing compulsory mili- 
tary service, and this service in the National Guard will 
be spread over a considerable portion of time and not 
served continuously for four months in a training camp. 
Again, this elective privilege is likely to find favor among 
a large proportion of the heads of families who would 
prefer their boys to be at home rather than have them 
go away.to a training camp, although this last-named 
course would be for their physical and mental better- 
ment. If military training has all the advantage we be- 
lieve it has we cannot understand how the Training 
Camps Association favors a plan, such as this of elect- 
ing to serve at home in the National Guard, over one 
that would send all.our youths coming to military age 
to a proper military camp conducted by Regular officers. 
The association states in its letter that the Senate bill 
“provides a democratic rather than a militaristic system 
of national defense.” The one real democratic army of 
the world, that of France, knows no such distinctions 
as are proposed to be permitted here in the provisions 
for youths serving when they will and how they will. 

The statement in the Training Camps Association let- 
ter that “the requirement that all Regular officers shall 
be classified as (a) fit for promotion, (b) fit for their 
present grade, (c) fit for retirement, will undoubtedly 
promote efficiency” gives us the impression that the 
Training Camps Association is perfectly willing to 
agree with any scheme that provides a speedier means 
of retiring Regular officers from the Service than that 
now the law. Their advocacy of having civilian mem- 
bers on the General Staff has no counterpart so far as 
we know in any General Staff plan in the world’s armies. 
Owing to its purely military functions we believe, and 
we feel most military men of professional standing will 
believe, that civilians belong elsewhere, in a Council of 
National Defense or some body of a similar character 
but purely civilian. 

At every point one turns to in the printed matter 
issued in connection with this Senate Army Reorganiza- 
tion bill the reader is met with the proposition of effect- 
ing economy at the expense of the Regular Army. Thus 
in the Training Camps Association letter we find it urg- 
ing “the desirability of reducing even further . . 
the Regular Army, having in mind the need of econ- 
omy.” In the “Economic Analysis of the Military 
Establishment as Proposed” in the sub-committee’s re- 
port that we have already referred to, we find that “the 
cost of the permanent personnel and overhead for the 
entire system will vary from approximately $503,086,- 
667 in 1921 to approximately $399,115,477 in 1926. 
This decrease is due to the provision in Sec. 12 of the 
bill which provides for a progressive decrease of the 
strength of the permanent personnel or of the Regular 
Army to take effect after the inauguration of military 
training. It will be noted in this connection that the 
cost of the training system is largely offset by the result- 
ing reduced cost of the permanent personnel.” In other 
words, the only really effective military force the United 
States ever has had, the Regular Army, is to be made to 
pay the expenses of a Roman holiday in military ex- 
perimentation. 

In a table in this Economic Analysis of the Military 
Establishment as Proposed we find that the “cost per 
officer and man under military organization” is to be 
$509 in 1921 and to be gradually reduced to $176.70 by 
1926. No explanation is given as to how this reduction 
is arrived at. That one of our great industrial concerns 
could work out some such per capitw reduction of cost 


as is indicated here mighé~be possible; but that ours, or 
any other government, can work out any such financial 
miracle we doubt. Senator Wadsworth made an allu- 
sion to this financial aspect of the proposed Military 
Establishment in an address on the bill in New York 
city on Jan, 81, in the course of which he said: “By 
providing for the gradual reduction of the size of the 
Regular Army establishment we will save $120,000,000, 
while the universal training feature, according to the 
estimates of the War Department, will eost $130,000,- 
000. So they practically balance. At the end of six 
years, instead of paying $1,800 a year per soldier in a 
Regular Army that would not be adequate for national 
defense, we shall pay only $176 a year to train, equip 
and support a soldier who will be able to defend the 
country.” Saving at the expense of the Regular Army 
is the slogan of the proponents of this bill, which, if it 
becomes law, will set our military clock back to where 
it was in the days before the National Defense Act be 
came the basie military law of the country. 
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NATIONAL Spinir ry Murrary MATTERS. 

A plea for mutual co-operation and understanding be- 
tween the Regular Army and the National Guard that 
will prove of inestimable value through the inculcation 
in the hearts of young Americans of a responsiveness to 
the national needs, of a recognition of the obligation of 
eitizenship and the admiration and respect for military 
pursuits, has been issued from The Adjutant General’s 
Office by authority of the Secretary of War. While this 
plea had more particularly in view the value of co-opera- 
tion in its effect upon Army recruiting, it is gratifying 
to learn from this high authority ‘that several splendid 
examples of co-operation have been reported to the Wat 
Department, notably in the Middle West and in Georgia, 
where sporadic cases of opposition on the part of Na- 
tional Guardsmen to the Regular Army were turned to 
the benefit of the latter by the work of tactful officers 
from the Regular Establishment who soon eliminated all 
causes for complaint and for friction—and “the come 
munity in question became a fertile recruiting field.” In 
its instructions to the recruiting service The Adjutant 
General’s Office states: “It should be clearly realized 
that a sentiment favorable to military activities, whether 
Regular Army or National Guard, is an indispensable 
asset. No one questions the fact that the country must 
maintain a sufficient and well organized military force 
as a bulwark against domestic unrest, especially during 
the post-war period. It seems certain that the recent 
work of the Regular Army at Omaha, Gary, Chicago and 
Hoboken, the successful handling of the Boston police 
situation by the National Guard, and the splendid con- 
duct of the Regulars acting jointly with the National 
Guard during the coal strike in Kansas, has awakened 
in the country a sense of security and gratitude. There 
are numerous other indications that most men realize the 
necessity of allying themselves with an organization 
which is unmistakably on the side of American institu 
tions. These institutions have no more definite and un- 
questionable defenders than the Regular Army and the 
National Guard.” A policy of mutual co-operation and 
understanding between the Regular and the Guardsman 
is indispensable to the nation. This policy is enunci- 
ated by direction of the War Department in the instruc- 
tions to officers and men in the recruiting service, who 
come into intimate contact with civilians, indicating the 
desire for co-operation and mutual understanding on the 
part of the Regular Establishment. Surely this attitude 
is worthy of the most earnest consideration of Guards- 
men. There should be no conflict between organizations 
which are on the side of American institutions—least of 
all between the Regular Army and the National Guard. 
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Reserve Mirrary Aviators RaTep AIRPLANE PiLorTa, 

To settle the existing misunderstanding and con- 
fusion regarding the change in the rating of all Reserve 
military aviators to the rating of airplane pilots the fol- 
lowing statement was authorized by the War Depart- 
ment Jan. 28: Paragraph 158444, Army Regulations, 
creates the rating of airplane pilot effective Oct. 16, 
1918. This rating has been created to supplant the rat- 
ing of Reserve military aviator under instructions from 
the Director of Air Service. Orders have been issued 
rating all Reserve military aviators who held such rating 
on Oct. 16, 1918, to the new rating, viz., airplane pilot, 
effective on said date. Copy of said orders are now being 
published, and will be forwarded to all officers affected. 
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OveRSEAS REPLACEMENT DEpoT DISCONTINUED, 

As soon as the men in the Overseas Replacement De- 
pot at Camp Meade, Md., have been sent abroad, that 
organization will be discontinued, aecording to orderg 
issued by the War Department. The transfer of men te 
the American Forces in Germany is being expedited as 
much as possible, so that the depot will probably close 
about Feb. 15. Overseas shipments in the future will 
be made through the Reeruit Depot Post at Fort Slo 
cum, N.Y.

Such a limitation 
would save large sums of money, but the American Navy 
must be kept ihe equal of the greatest navy in the world, 
whether by agreement with other nations or competitive 
building. With the two oceans separated by a very 
dangerous—from the military standpoint—canal, and 
with a 3,000-mile trip about Cape Horn necessitated by 
something happening to the canal, it is necessary that 
our Navy be as large as the largest.” Mr. Roosevelt also 
urged ‘increased pay for officers and men of the Service. . 
On the following day he spoke before. a large. audience 
in the. Brooklyn. Academy of Music. He is quoted as 
having said: “Two months after war was declared I 





saw that the Navy was still unprepared and I spent . 


$40,000,000 for guns before Congress gave me or any 
one else permission to spend any money.” He added 
that it was at his suggestion, made to President Wilson 
and to Secretary of. the Navy Daniels, that Rear Ad- 
miral William S. Sims, U.S.N., was -sent to England 
soon after. the ‘United States declared war against Ger- 
many. After telling of the aid given the British and 
French navies during the World War Mr. Roosevelt 
said that at the close of the war 350 United States ships 
were actually operating in “European waters, exclusive 
of those used as convoys.

Also, all Reg- 
ular officers I have asked on the subject favor the resto- 
ration of the blue uniforms, the roll collar for blouses 
and the privilege of wearing civilian clothes. It is em- 
barrassing to accept invitations where civilians wear 
evening dress and the officer his O.D. and. looks like a 
tramp. I have declined all such: invitations as far as 
possible, as I don’t care to go when I can’t be decently 
and pfoperly dressed.

Sims-Wilson Letter Creates Profound Impression. 


This letter (noted below) made.a profound impres- 
sion. The: committee evidently bad been unaware of its 
existenee and once during its. reading Senator McCor 
mick “asked Mr. Daniels the question: “Just what is the 
date of this letter? Is this letter coniplete?* Mr: Dan- 
iels replied that the letter was complete and that the 
date was Jan. 15, 1919. Later Senator Hale interrupted 
the Secretary and sought information whether the com- 
parisons of Admirals Mayo and Sims « concerning Admiral] 
Wilson were concerned with medal awards.’ “It all has a 
‘direct bearing on the investigation and’ on the teedal 
awards,” replied the. Secretary, who continued to read 

and emphasize Admiral Sims references to himself 
(Sims) in thé first person: In Secretary Daniels’s ref- 
erence to Admiral Sitits’s statement that “we had noth- 
ing te give them (meaning enlisted men) at all,” Sena- 
tor Hale said he wished to correct this, in that, "Admiral 
Sims had corrected this statement. 

The opening part of Mr. Daniels’s statement was a 
repetition of. his statements regarding the awarding of 
‘medals te men of the Armed Guard Service on merchant 
ships,, which we noted in our issue of Jan. 10, page 591, 
the lack of awards to: enlisted men. and ‘the preponder- 
ance of recommendations foro on shore duty, all 
of whieh Mr.- Daniels stated. in his “letter .to Senator 
Page ‘of Jan, 5. - He closed this part of hie statement in. 
this .fastiion: 


No Criticiem of Board of Aseria: . 


‘No eiticism of the Board of Awards has been made by me 
It was composed of able ‘Officers who: made Pacemmendations 
: which seemed right toe them. ‘The reports sent them in the 
early stages e. inadequate, indefinite and often without any 
statement of the character of service rendered. As to some 
characters 6f detached service, théy hevéer Feceived such full 
and comprehensive reports as would have simplified their 
———_ duty. Having again referred the whole question of 
wards for their consideration, I believe with fuller inferma- 
tion and consideration their recommendations will better in- 
form the executive in the wise bestowal of medals. 
nd in some quarters there is feeling that the published 
list of awards was final and that no awards» would: be made 
to those omitted from that list and no changes made. So far 
is this’from the real situation: that I ‘have never officially 
to any awards except the one :to the Chief of Naval 
Operations, and had ‘qonameaed that it would be necessary to 
make further study as to those recommended and not acted 
upon, and upon all ether recommendations.’ The'law awarding 
medals was not enacted until Feb. 4, 1919, and it has three 


years té run. This will give ‘time for the ftue perspective 


needed to make the awards in the way.that the m wil} 
go to those ory deserving, and who, in the peril of the deep 
and in the most important positions ashore, gaye full preof ef 
Navy valor. and distinguished service. 


Mr:: Daniels continued : 


‘‘In his hearing before your committee Admiral Sims's testi- 
mony diseloses that neither the Bo of Awards nor the 
Secretary of the Navy would be justified in following his 
recommendations. He claimed throughout that he was the 
only man qualified to say what honor should be given to the 
officers and men under his command and that he alone should 
fix their relative merit. In his testimony Rear Admiral Sims, 
referring to what he called the mistakes of the Secretary, 
eited the case of Comdr. J. V. Babcock. ee ££ Oo 
supposed Commander Babcock was ‘the everything’ in the 
Navy across the seas,.I certainly would ones sent him to 
represent the Navy instead of Admiral Sims. I do not believe 

in having two super-men to do a one-man's job. The Knight 
Board. eonsidered his-case and gave him a Navy Cross and I 
approved its findings.

The greater part of the 2,000,000 actors who went to France 
were escorted into French ports by forces directly under 
Admiral Wilson's command who directed the movements -of 
the convoys through the war zone, deait with the Army in all 
matters with reference to their embarkation, and also pro- 
tected the transports on their return through the war zone. 
He co-operated not only with our Army and the French navy, 
but was the man of all naval officers abroad to whom the 
department and the people looked for the protection of the 
soldiers who went to France to take part in the World War. 
He had his headquarters in Brest, and his service was so 
distinguished and so appreciated by our own naval ieaders 
end the French navy that he was universally popular and 
esteemed by the French-and the American officers and men 
who carried the soldiers across the sea. When the true his- 
tory of the Navy's part of the war is written, the service of 
Admiral Wilson will rank with such men as Benson and Mayo, 
Sims and Rodman. He was so able, so alert, so efficient that 
he was promoted to be vice admiral, the same rank as was 
given to Sims. He richly deserved it. He gave himself so 
wholly to the great task of protecting-and safeguarding Amer- 
ican soldiers going to France that he almost shattered his 
health, and returned home desperately sick. 

‘*And yet, with the record of most distinguished service in a 
Place of the greatest responsibility, Admiral Sims omits him 
pointedly from every recommendation he made himself or 
Eepneved. Why? It cannot be because he was not the equal 
of Babcock or any other good man on Sims's staff. What was 
the reason! Admiral Henry T. Mayo, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Atlantic Fleet during the whole period of the war, knows 
the kind of man and officer Admiral Wilson is and how he 
should be recognised. Though Sims, his immediate superior, 
did not put him on any list, Admiral Mayo, under whom 
Wilson had served, recommended Wilson for @ Distinguished 
Service Medal; the Board of Awards approved it; and I 
concurted. Everybody knew, recegnized and honored the dis- 
tinguished service of Wilson save and except only Sims. Here 
is the recommendation of Admiral Mayo:'’

Mayo'’s Recommendation of Wilson for D.S.M. 


Mr. Daniels read a memorandum he had received from 
the Bureau of Navigation under date of Jan. 29, 1920, 
signed by Capt. R. H. Leigh, which said: “The files 
have been thoroughly searched, and the letter below is 
the only one showing any recommendation in the case of 
Vice Admiral Wilson for any decoration.” 

The recommendation follows: 

File 397. United States Fleet. 4/Ce (0). U.S.S. Penn- 
eylvania, Flagship; North River, New York, 28 April, 1919. 

From: Commander-in-Chief. To: Secretary ef the Navy 
(Navigation). 

Subject: Recommendation of Vice Admirai H. B. Wilsen, 
U.S. Navy, for Distinguished Service Medal. 

7-19 of 18 January, 
1919; (b) CINO Ltr. File 397—Subject, .‘‘Recommendations

1. Vice Admiral H. B. Wilson, U.S. Navy, is recommended 
for the award of the Distinguished Serviee Medal for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious services to the Government in a duty 
ef great responsibility; first, as Commander Patrol Force, 
U.S. Atlantic Fleet, where his efforts were successful in 
organizing and making efficient the Force under his command 
despite their large numbers and varying characteristics; sec- 
ond, as Commander U.S. Naval Forces in France, where his 
tact and ability was of great value to the Government in the 
closely co-ordinated work that was carried on with the French 
mavy and as well in escorting convoys on and off the French 
coast, and in regulating, supervising and expediting the 
handling of transports and cargo ships in French ports, all 
of which duties he performed with marked ability and sound 
judgment and to the great benefit of the Navy and of the 
Government.

Secretary Daniels continued : 

*‘‘Now why did Admiral Sims fail to recommend honor fer 
this distinguished and faithful officer on whom the President 
had during the war conferred the rank of vice admiral, and 
who, in recognition of his great service in the war and his 
special fitness, has since made him Commander-in-Chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet, with the full rank of admiral, the highest in 
the American Navy? I will not answer, but there is a reason, 
It will not be far to seek, and it will not be necessary to 
read between the lines in the following letter written by 
Admiral Sims to the Secretary of the Navy Jan. 15, 1919:'’ 


Admiral Sims's Letter of Jan. 15. 


In his letter Admiral Sims first speaks of the Naval 
War College, saying: 

**My dear Mr. Secretary: I was very much gratified indeed 
by your telegram concerning my application to the President 
ef the War College. As you doubtless know, you are the 
first Secretary of the Navy who has taken a really practical 
interest in the college. Other secretaries have delivered ad- 
dresses in approval of the object of the college, but have not 
followed the approval up by practical means to keep up its 
work and classes."’ 

Admiral Sims goes on to invite attention to vital relation 
between the college and the fleet. The college exists for 
the purpose of affording the officers opportunity for pro- 
fessional study and education along lines which cannot 
be included in the comparatively brief Naval Academy 
course, also impractical under conditions afloat. The 
practical experience of the fleet should be available at 
all times for the college, for without this the college is 
naturally inclined to fall into theoretical ruts. The 
-work of the college must be founded on actual and prac- 
tical experience afloat. “The man at the head of the 
college and the man at the head of the fleet should be in 
complete sympathy,” the letter continues. “I regret to 
gay that in the past, and not very distant past, this sym- 
fpathy has not only not existed but there has been at 
times more or less strenuous antagonism. Just as soon 
as the output of the War College permits, we should 
establish the policy that flag officers be not given com- 
mand afloat until they have graduated successfully from 
the War College. This cotirse is not possible at present 
because of the limited number of officers in the flag grade 
who have been through the college,” Admiral Sims re- 
calls that at a conference over which the Secretary pre- 
sided, held at the War College, admirals and captains of 
the fleet then present were asked whether when it 
came practicable, all officers ordered as commanders of 
battleships, divisions or the fleet, should not be graduates 
of the War College. The replies were all unanimous that 
they should be members of the War College. The letter 
continues : 

Admiral Sims’s Criticism of Admiral Wilson. 


‘‘In connection with the above we hear certain rumors 
ever here which are very distinctly disquieting. It is ru- 
mored. that it is the imtention of the department to assign 
Admiral Wilson to the command of the fleet. In my opinion 
this would be a very grave mistake indeed. You are doubtless 
Q@ware through my letters to Admiral Benson of the very 
grave trouble which Admiral Wilson gave me in the discharge 
of my responsibilities. I endeavored to correct this by per- 
sonal letters to Admiral Wilson. I sent copies of those 
letters to Admiral Benson under cover of letters, explaining 
to him that I hoped te be able to correct this unsatisfactory 
eondition without taking official action. The unsatisfactory 
feature I complained of was that Admiral Wilson criticized 
mot only this organization but me personally in more or less 
violent terms, which included that most destructive of all 
eriticisms, namely the impugning of motives. I believe my 
letters had the effect of correcting this trouble to a certain 
extent, but I have information to the effect that it did not 
do so entirely. This has been a gricf to me, because it was 
the only blemish on the loyalty of my subordinates. These 
facts are periectiy weli known to practically ali of the organi- 
gation on this side and in ali probability te the majority ef 
the officers of the Navy. You can imagine the effect of erder- 





ing a man of this character to the chief command of the fleet. 
Tho trauble I believe is 4 defect of both temper and character 
which makes it very difficult for Admiral Wilson toe co-operate 
with a <muior. 

‘*l leare you to imagine the effect produced on this side 
when, after the department had declined te appoint Admiral 
Rodman a temporary vice admiral for perfectly good military 
reasons affecting the efficiency of the war operations of our 
battleship squadron, the department promoted Admiral Wilson 
to a rank equal to mine. Please note, alse, enat this was 
done notwithstanding the unsatisfacory fitness reports of Ad- 
miral Wilson and notwithstanding the fact that my opinion in 
the matter was never asked. Referring to these fitness re- 
ports, they are not what is technically termed unsatisfactory, 
but the: marks are lower than they should be on the report 
of any man of flag rank. 

‘I beg that you will understand: that I am reporting this 
matter to you in this personal manner for the benefit of the

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R.O.T.C. CAMPS FOR 1920. 


The colleges and universities are showing a pronounced 
interest in the camps which will be conducted by the War 
Department this swmmer, for the training of student 
members of regularly organized units of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps in educational institutions. The 
success of last .year’s R.O.T.C. camps was so marked and 
the mental and physical benefits to the students who at- 
tended were so great, that this year’s camp peried, which 


begins June 17, and continues six weeks, will find nearly 
"10,000 students in attendance. R.O.17.C. Infantry camps 
will be located at Camp Devens, Mass.; Camp Custer, 
Mich.; Camp Benning, Ga., and at the Presidio of San 
Francisco. The Ordnance R.O.T.C. units will be 
trained at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Md.; the En- 
gineers at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va.; the Field Ar- 
tillery at Camp Knox, Ky.; the Coast Artillery at Fort 
Monroe, Va.; the Signat Corps at Camp Alfred Vail, 
N.J.;-and the Motor Transport Corps ai Camp Holabird, 
Md. Cavalry camps will be conducted at Fert Ethan 
Allen, Vt., and at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga. i 

The very great success of last year’s R.O.T.C. camps 
and the favorable impression of mental and physical 
benefits obtained by those students who attended prom- 
ises an attendance this year of close to 10,000. ‘These 
camps will this year have the advantage of the interest 
and close supervision of department commanders by 
whom they will be conducted. General supervision and 
co-ordination of the camps will be exercised by the War 
Plans Division of the General Staff of which Major Gen. 
W. G. Haan, G.S., is director. Staff assistance in this 
general supervision will devolve upon the R.O.T.C. 
branch, War Plans Division, of which Col. Frank J. 
Morrow, G.S., is chief. It will -be noted that these 
camps are for the training of student members of units 
of the R.O.T.C. and that they are not for the further 
training of individuals who already hold Reserve com- 
missions. 

Courses of thorough military training have been pro- 
vided for the camps which courses will be conducted by 
selected officers skilled as instructors in the various spe- 
cialties. Ample provision will be made for athletic 
sports and recreation. The Morale Organization of the 
Army will look after the welfare of the students. Every 
effort will be made by those concerned to make these 
camps profitable te the Government as practical builders 
of competent Reserve officers and likewise profitable to 
the students in the development of many mental and 
physical attributes especially connected with confident 
and aggressive leadership which will be of great benefit 
to them in any civil pursuit. 

The interest of the chiefs of services in the R.O.T.C. 
and their recognition of the necessity cf providing these 
embryo Reserve officers with the best possible training 
facilities is shown by the fact that the camps are gen- 
erally located at Service training centers. The Infantry 
units of the Southeastern Department will be particularly 
forturate in coming under the influence of Camp Ben- 
ning. The Cavalry units will receive the stimulation of 
established Cavalry garrisons. R.OT.C. camps repre- 
senting some of the Services will be held this year for 
the first time and attendance at some of these camps will 
not be iarge; but their success is assured. Last year one 
of the-best camps was held at Fort Monroe by the Coast 
Artillery with an attendance of about fifty students. 
Their enthusiasm in regard to the benefits received was 
so great that it appears that this year’s R.O.T.C. Ceast 
Artillery camp attendance will be above 500 students. 
Scattering attendance this year rendered concentration 
in some of the Service camps advisable, rather thn the 
establishment of several camps for each Service branch 
with very smal) attendance. 
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HEARING ON ARMY MEDAL AWARDS. 
General Davis Makes Statement. 

Brig. Gen. Robert C. Davis, of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, Washington, D.C., who was president 
of the A.E.F. Medal Awards Board, was heard by the 
sub-committee on Army medal awards of the House on 
Jan. 30 and 31. Samuel T. Ansell, former acting Judge 
Advocate General, conducted the hearing for the commit- 
tee, which comprises Representatives Johnson, Bland 
and Flood. Mr. Ansell was in full charge on Jan. 31 as 
committee members were occupied with other matters. 
For this reason General Davis asked Mr. Ansell “if the 
hearing should continue,” and the latter promptly in- 
quired, “Why not?” General Davis stated that he per- 
sonaily had no objections and Mr. Ansell said: “I am 
conducting this investigation.” 

General Davis stated that approximately 1,200 Distin- 
guished Service Medal awards had been made and that 
the Distinguished Service Crosses were awarded ap- 
proximately as follows: Twelve general officers, 181 
field officers, 1,499 junior officers, 3,660 soldiers and 217 
miscellaneous, that is, to members of foreign govern- 
ments. General Davis said that the D.S.M. was conferred 
for “a single act of extraordinary heroism.” Mr. Ansell 
asked: ‘“‘Who withdrew the Certificate of Merit for the 
enlisted personnel?’ Mr. Flood answered: “Congress did 
that, and I think it was a mistake to do so.” 

General Davis, in answer to Mr. Ansell, made a brief 
statement on the work of the medal awards beard, which 
was composed of six officers, stating that the board 
worked harmoniously and agreed on practically every 
case cited for award. In case of a disagreement, and 
there were few, said the General, the matter was re- 
ferred to the commander-in-chief of the A.E.F. Mr. An- 
sell asked concerning the rumor that the board received 
medais when it was convened. To this General Davis 
said: “The regular members of the differcnt boards were 
all awarded honors before the convening of any board to 
consider awards. Substitute members, in some 











cases, were awarded honors. A su’ member was 
in most cases a man who had been to front and was 
wounded. In certain cases these offered assistance in 
reviewing cases.”

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“SINGLE LIST” URGED AS EQUITABLE. 


There has been placed before the House Committee on 
Military Affairs a tentative draft of a provision for the 
Army Reorganization bill, which is still under considera- 
tion in this committee, to previde for a “single list” for 
promotion of the commissioned personnel. The pro- 
vision for a “single list” im the Senate bill has met with 
approval among mary Army officers, who have charac- 
terized it as nearly perfect as could be devised. Accom- 
panying the tentative provision submitted to the House 
committee was a memorandum explaining it, written by 
a high ranking officer of the Army, from which we are 
permitted to make the following extracts: 

It is particularly important, the memorandum says, to 
give the Army a promotion system ry to the 
great mass of its officers, and which at the same time 
insures efficient organization. There is a natural feeling 
of discouragement in the Army now as all officers are 
facing long years of duty in grades of less rank and in 
positions of less respons bility than those they have en- 
joyed during the war. This feeling would be aggravated 
by the perpetuation of the inequalities in 
which existed before the war and which were exaggerated 
during the war. All officers realize that during the war 
accurate justice between individuals had to be sa’ 
to expediency, but in peace there is time to attain a 
proximate justice. There is a general feeling that 
present system of promotion is unsatisfacto 
some new system shou!d be adopted before filli 
cies incident to ap increase in the Army with the pas- 
sage of a reorganization bill. It is vitally important 
that some system be adopted which will insure t co 
operation between all branches which is absolutely nec 
essary if we are to have an efficient and effective Army 
and which is utterly impossible under the present sys- 
tem. Such a system must be one which separates the 
whole matter of promotion from questions of organiza- 
tion. 

Until such a system is adopted, Congress will never 
be able to get an unprejudiced opinion from officers gen- 
erally on questions of organization, because at the pres- 
ent time they may involve the Pe mgm of the officer 
giving the opinion. Many con views have been 
presented to the Military Committee the pest by offi- 
cers interested in particular branches of the ice. As 
General Pershing said in his testimony, all officers carry 
around reorganization bills in their pocket and the first 
thing any one of them looks for in any plan is its effect 
on his own promotion. This is only natural and human 
and is in no way to the discredit of the officer, and all 
officers are heartilly in favor of a system of p 
which will separate this self-interest from questions 
Army organization. 

Single List Explained. 

The purpose of this memorandum is to explain the 
system commonly known as promotion from a sin«le list 
on which officers are placed in the order of their fength 
of commissioned service or as 2 in that order as 


is possible, and promoted in order of standing on the list, 
regardiess of the particular branch of Se in which 
the vacancy occurs. Such a system is possible where there 


is a pool of officers such as is provided for in the re- 
organization bill now under consideration in the form 
of a detached officers’ list of some 2,000 or more officers. 
The provisions in the proposed bill have been drafted 
after a single list had actually been formed by merging 
the present lineal promotion lists of the various branches 
of the Service. These provisions have been written after 
many months, not only of careful theoretical study, 
but after actual application of each rule to specific cases 
and with a full knowledge of the difficulties encountered 
in merging these lists. . 

The first section of the proviso states thé 
purpose of adopting promotion by the single list. It de- 
scribes in general how the pames of officers shall be ar- 
ranged on this list. The only complicated Da of a 
single list is in the formation of the initial list. Once 


- 


. this is prepared and the system in operation, there will 


be no more difficulty or no more complications, for each 
newly appointed officer, — medical officers, will start 
at the bottom of the list. Medical officers will be placed 
immediately below officers of two years more service. 
The section further defines what constitutes “service” in 
computations for the purpose of determining the position 
of officers on the list. The word “provisional” is used 
to include Philippine Scouts, not strictly a part of the 
Regular Army and yet not temporary forces. Service 
under a Reserve commission while at a training camp 
is excluded because Reserve officers in attendance were 
doing exactly the same work as other students and were 
equally candidates for commissions. In general, service 
begins upon date of acceptance of commission and not 
upon date of commission itself, with certain exceptions 
which are to count from date of commission. For ex- 
ample, a group of one hundred officers is appointed on 
the same day and arranged ia order of merit. The pure 
chance of residence determines which shall accept first. 
But if service of all is counted from date of commission, 
their relative order of merit is preserved. 

The first step in the formation of the single list is to 
take the present promotion lists of the various branches 
as they existed on April 6, 1917, the day war was de- 
clared, and before any eme! and temporary officers 
bad been appointed, and merge these lists without chang- 
ing the present order, but otherwise as nearly. as prac- 
ticable according to length of commissioned service, ex- 
cept Medical Corps. Also four small gous will have 
their positions changed. Certain branches suchas the 
Q.M. Corps, Ordnance and J.A.G. Department, are 


omitted at this first stage, for reasons explained ——_ e 


The lists are merged without, in general, changing 
present order of officers with respect te each other. The 
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present lineal lists, while generally arranged according 
to length of service, are not entirely so arranged, owing 
to inconsistent laws of the past; especially true with re- 
spect to officers appointed between 1898 and 1901. While 
no attempt is made to correct all inconsistencies, it is be- 
Meved necessary to give as nearly as possible to each offi- 
eer a place on this single List at least as good as the one 
he would have occupied had such a single list been in 
existence at the time of his entry into the Service. It 
would be possible to rearrange all in exact accordance 
with length of service, but it is believed, the memoran- 
dum adds, that it would be unwise to do this in view of 
the fact that positions of many officers with respect to 
each other on present promotion lists were made some 
eighteen or nineteen years ago, and during that time the 
officers themselves have become more or less reconciled to 
the inconsistent positions. Under the provisions of the 
proposed bill all of these officers will be in the grade of 
lieutenant colonel, so that any change would only affect 
their promotion to one grade and that by only a short 
time. The statement is made in the bill that officers 
shall be placed “as nearly as practicable, according to 
length of commissioned service.” 

While in general each lineal list is left as it now 
stands, there are four small groups of officers which can- 
not be left untouched without serious injustice, the 
memorandum says. In the past when an officer was 
transferred from one branch to another, it has been by 
mutual exchange, so that the officer transferred is rarely 
im the position he would have been, if he had started in 
his present branch. If the preposed bill becomes a law, 
transfers will be made in the future without changing 
the position of the officer in the slightest. Officers trans- 
ferred in the past therefore should be treated in the same 
way as officers who will transfer in the future. If the 
lists are now merged without correcting such cases as 
his, an officer might find himself on the single list junior 
te many officers whom he ranked before transfer and all 
of less service. The second excepted class is exactly 
similar, the distinctien being purely a technical one; the 
third refers to officers the Porto Rico Regiment or 
of Philippine Scouts, appointed im the Regular Army 
frem these forces. Under the laws in foree, they had to 
be placed at the feot of the list of second lieutenants. As 
the bill these officers, and other similar offi- 
cers, 


which they formerly had, the present arrangement bears 
of service, and it is therefore 
considered best to treat these officers as individuals, and 
place them on the single list according to their actual 
length of service. 
Officers Appointed Since War Began. 

The memorandum next takes up those officers now in 
the Regular Army appointed since the beginning of the 
war; new arranged according to date of appointment, 
bat with no regard to their total commissioned service. 
an example: In June, 1918, a large class was 
graduated from West Point a year ahead and commis- 
i second lieutenants from date of graduation. In 
July, 1918, another group was appointed, all at present 
junior to those just mentioned, although most had prior 
commissioned amounting in some cases to nearly 
a year. In spite ef present confusion, it is a doubtful 
question whether it would now be advisable to rearrange 
the order if we had only to consider officers now in the 
Regular Army. But it is now intended to appoint many 
officers who have hitherte had service only in the tempo- 
rary forces, and it is only just, the memorandum states, 
that these men should be given credit for service already 
Te do this without rearranging the officers 
mow in the Regular Army is almost an impossibility. 
The best solution is believed to be to treat all captains 
and lieutenants who have entered the Regular Army since 
the beginning of the war, or who are hereafter to be ap-

Finally, we have to provide for those persons not now 
in the Army who are selected for appointment 
im field grades. Just who is to be selected, and in what 
grade he is to be placed, will depend upon several con- 
siderations, such as his age, abilities, rank held during 
the war, and so forth. Exact rules cannot be laid down 
im the law and that is the reason why the sub-committee 
created a special agency in the form of a board of six 
general officers of the Army to do the selecting. The 
idea is to appoint as major those men who, all things 
considered, are about equals of the Regular officers to 
be promoted to that grade. The bill provides that such 
men shall be put on the promotion list below all Regu- 
lar officers in the same grade as theirs and above all

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COMMODORE 40GG’'S CIPHER. 


To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your edition of April 13, 1918, I wrote on the ques- 
tion of ciphers, and stated that from an analysis of a 
cipher that had appeared in~your JourNaL, I believed 
that a combination cipher could be devised that would 
be indecipherable. I submitted a short cipher and on 
June 29, 1918, pages 1236 and 1676, respectively, an- 
other cipher which up to this date has not been .de- 
ciphered. A writer in your issue of Aug. 3, 1918, wrote 
as follows: “Practically all of the ciphers brought out 
as ‘new’ ones (and they are generally referred to as ii- 
decipherable) are new only to their most recent dis- 
coverer.” 

In this connection it may be ef interest te quote a 
paragraph from the Literary Digest of Dee. 27, 1919, 
page 89, to wit: “The United States Government now 
possesses a system of code transmission which can defy 
all the experts of the world. The device developed in 
1918 to meet war needs, is so perfect that a message 
sent by its means is absolutely indecipherable and at the 
same time practicable.” While I do not know the nature 
of the cipher referred to the following combination cipher 
original to me, but possibly not new, is absolutely in- 
decipherable. It requires a simple code word from whicis 
all the processes are automatically derived. It is.not in 
eode, but in plain Mterary English, and requires only a 
pencil and paper and a memorized word in order to en- 
cipher and decipher. ‘The following is a short example 
in code which may assist in deciphering it: 

First division advance nine morning. Code words, 
KFTUV, MLKTX, SRMAL‘ Cipher, PNZCU, ARNZB, 
EQZDG.

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THE MILITIA UNDER THE CONSTITUTION. 


To rae Evirer or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I have read with interest your editorial on “Ignoring 
the National Defense Act” in the issue of Jan. 24. I do 
not know who H.T.K. is. I agree with his history, but 
rot with his law. I believe that under the Constitution 
of the United States all military organizations in which 
the members are not regularly enlisted and draw full pay 
for their services, but are primarily citizens engaged in 
peaceful occupations and serve without pay or with nom- 
inal pay, are militia organizations and it makes no dif- 
erence whether the members of these organizations serve 
a few months in the summer and then go into a reserve 
force or whether they go into a National Guard organiza- 
tion which drills regularly during the greater part of 
the year. ‘ 

The intention of the framers of the Constitution was to 
provide for universal military training through the mili- 
tia. There are men still living who can remember the 
old training days when practically all of the male inhab- 
itants between the ages of eighteen and forty-five re- 
ported for duty and did “hayfoot, strawfoot.” Congress 
eannot change the Constitution by calling the militia an 
army and it cannot take away from the states the right 
to appoint militia officers by requiring that they shall 
first be officers of the National Reserve, because this 
would give the primary right of appointment to the Na- 
tional Government and not to the states. 

I can see another very great objection to the proposed 
National Guard force under Federal control, and that is, 
that this force cannot be raised north of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line without first-class armories, and so far as I 
know all of the first-class armories north of that line be- 
long to the states. The state of New York has a great 
many million dollars invested in armories. After seeing 
the way in which the National Government has treated 
the barge canal I believe that any governor who con- 
sented to turn over all of these state armories to this 
National force would be impeached. He certainly would 
if be did it without the express authority of the Legis- 
lature.

MILITARY SCIENCE. 
To tne Epivor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is possible that most of the older officers of the 
Army are able to recall that they read military history 
for quite a few years without any profit whatever. It 
was_a tale of battles and names; a study in cause and 
effect to only a minor extent. ‘To many people the rea- 
son for certain localities being battle grounds for war 
has no particular significance. ‘hey regard it as just 
happening to be that way. ‘The participants in a war 
usually learn what was being done, get the significance, 
after the war is over. And then it is usually a hash of 
the foreseen and of what happened made up to suit domi- 
nating personal equations. 

Foch has a book on “The Principles of War” in which 
he works out what he considers must be done to secure 
suecess. He applied these principles at the most criti- 
eal stage of the battle of the Marne, aml won. He is 
credited with saying of this application that it was a 
gamble. A study of his » Whies was written previ- 
ous te the World War, and of his actions during the 
war shows that as the war went on he placed more and 
more confidence in carrying out war as he had worked 
it out in his Principles. This illustrates tat even a 
man of his ability is slow to realize the absoluteness of 
military science when there is such “a fog of war” as 
there was at the Marne. A further illustration of the 
disregard of the absolute character of military science 
is in the time the Allies required to designate a com- 


mander- < 

It is accepted by everybody that military bodies re- 
quire leaders, and that there cam be no military success 
without recognition of leadership. It is the same with 
military education. There must be a recognition of the 
differing values of the different things which are taken 
te constitute military traiming and education; if these 
do not constitute military training and education you 
will not get this no matter what the quantity. or quality 
of study or practice. Education is a word which means 
many thingstomany men. Most people are educated with- 
out any idea as to what is being done to them. They edu- 
cate about as they eat. It is a question of what is fur- 
nished, what they want, what they fancy. Real educa- 
tion is always based upon and limited by the extent of 
the comprehension and appreciation of the principles 
and facts which constitute the science of any subject. 

The United States has heretofore failed in maintain- 
ing military preparedness for no other reason than be- 
cause it has never carried out any considerable plan for 
a general education in military science. That science is 
the compass for your mental military legs and it tells 
you what is worth doing. If you read this comprehend- 
ingly you will say: Progressiveness and constructive- 
ness. = 
Take any fifty copies of the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL and read them over. You will find officers are tak- 
ing any amount of interest in this or that bill or meas- 
ure. You will find book reviews on a wide variety of 
military publications; but you will find practically noth- 
ing as to what may be done through general education 
in military science. We-have many colleges, many with 
military science courses. Three years ago an investiga- 
tion of such a course at almost any college would have 
been humorous. The condition as to our military sci- 
ence is well brought out in one of our mest recent text- 
books. It is crammed with “this is a principle.’ Ask 
some N.C.O. or C.O. what a principle is. In the World 
War we discovered two things, principles and echelons, 
but as yet we are not very sure as to what they will 
grow. A real and widespread study of military science 
will give and keep up military preparedness, and noth- 


ing else will.

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HEARING ON NAVY DEFICIENCY. 
Assistant Secretary and Bureau Chiefs Testify. 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Rear Admirals David W. Tayler, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair; Charles W. Parks, 
Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks; Christian J. 
Peoples, Assistant te Chief of the Burean of Supplies 
and Accounts, and Robert S. Griffin, Chief of the Bu- 
reat of Steam Engimecring, were heard by the Howse 
Naval Affairs Committee on Feb. 2 in connection with 
the deficieney appropriation of $10,000,000 asked by 
the bureaus; At the beginning of the hearing only Ad- 
miral Griffin was present and at the request of Repre- 
svitative Oliver it was decided to call Mr. Roosevelt 
anc the other bureau chiefs in order that the committee 
might hear a full repert of where the expenditures would 
be made. 

Admiral Griffin first testified coneerning the radio 
atstions of the department, stating that recently a re- 
duction had been made from 18 stations to 169, and 
that this latter number would be reduced by ten. “Be- 
cause of our merchant marine we should maintain and 
operate the present 159 stations,” sat the Admiral, 
“as this work in my opinion comes within naval juris- 
diction.” In reply te Chairman Butler the Admiral de- 
ciaved that the Navy Department should own all these 
stations, fifty-nime of wh.ch are leased from the Mar- 
coni concern. Admiral Griflin reported that sixty-seven 
stations were coustructed by the department daring the 
wav and that fifty-nine were taken over frony Marconi. 
“Your opinion, which Mr. Butler asked, coincides with 
that of Secretary Duniels.” said Representative Britten, 
“in that the Navy Department's policy indicates that 
the Marconi stations will be purchased outright by the 
department.” To this Admiral Griffin said that the 
Secretary could best answer that. 

Admiral Griffin stated that im June, 1916, there were 
employed in the different yards 27,000 men and now 57,- 
007 are engaged. About fifty-seven per cent. of this num- 
ber are engaged in new construetion werk and forty-three 
per cent. on repairs. _It is proposed to release 2,600 
empleyces soou. said the Admiral, but in case the ap- 
propriation fails it will be necessary to release 14,000. 
Representative Hicks asked what number of ships were 
undergoing repairs or would be. Admiral Griffin said 
approximately thirteen dreadnougbts, thirteen pre- 
dreadnoughts, eight cruisers, eighteen protected cruisers. 
At this juncture Chairman Butler interrupted and said: 
“The histery of this present deficiency measure dates 
back as far as last July. I had a conversation with 
Mr. Roosevelt and he knew about it. Se did Mr. Dan- 
iels. At that time $37,000,000 was wanted. This was 
reduced to $18,000,000, and as the money seemed to be 
@ necessary sum I informed Mr. Roosevelt that I would 
ficht ‘on the floor of the House for it. Finally the bill 
asking for $9,000,000 was passed. But it failed im the 
Scnate. This measure is up in the House agaim and 
this committee will be interrogated by the House on the 
appropriation. We must have the facts.” Mr. Oliver 
then asked Mr. Roosevelt and bureau chiefs be sum- 
moned. 

Admiral Griffin requested the committee toe change 
the name of the Steam Engineering Bureau to Engi- 
neering Bureau, that is, strike out the word Steam; and 
Mr. Butler thonght that the committee would acquiesce 
to. this when it was taken up in executive session. The 
change was neccessary, said the Admiral, beeanuse the 
bureau is now concerned with electricity and other new 
inventions. 

Why the Deficiency Eziats. 


With the arrival of Mr. Roosevelt and the bureau 
chiefs Chairman Butler informed them that Admiral 
Griftin still had $11,000,000 on hand of his current ap- 
prcpriation and that this sum indieated that there was 
a» deficiency and a question of parliamentary rule in 
the House might lead to the death of the $10,000,000 
appropriation. Mr. Oliver stated that Representatives 
Mann of Illinois and Crisp of Georgia had informed 
the Committee on Naval Affairs that it had “the right 
to bring in an appropriation at any time to the House. 
but only the general appropriation bill had the privi- 
leged status.” To alleviate all questions of parlia- 
mentary regulation which the committee feared might be 
taken in the House against the bill further information 
was necessary, said Mr. Oliver. Admiral Taylor said 
that his bureau was asking for $2,500,000 for general 
maintenance and operative expenses. ' “The expendi- 
tures have been im excess of my allotments to the sta- 
tions,” said Admiral Parks, “and only twenty-six sta- 
tiens out of ninety were able to keep strictly within 
the allotments. It is absolutely essential to have the 
appropriation in order to conduct the bureau. Admiral 
Parks thought it advisable to maintain the operation of 
the ninety stations for the next fiscal year. Mr. Butler 
asked if Admiral Parks had not allotted more money 
than ‘‘ongress appropriated. Admiral Parks replied 
that his department was closing up contracts and that 
during the first six months it was necessary to expend 
fifty-five per cent. of the appropriation. 

Mr. Hicks then asked: “The burning question is, how 
much of this appropriation will go to the repair of 
ships?” and Mr. Roosevelt interposed with the dectlara- 
tion: “May I inject myself into the proceedings? It is 
absolutely impossible to allot appropriations of one- 
twclfrh each month to the first six months of the year, 
and Secretary Daniels and myself had concurred with 
the understanding that although the bureaus had al- 
lotied more than their amounts in the first half of the 
year the bureaus would be obliged to cut allotments 
in the last months if Congress failed to appropriate the 
necessary sum to carry on the work. As far back as 
August, last year, Mr. Chairman, I had informed you 
of this matter. Because of demobilization activities 
and other necessary work the nionthly allotments were 
exceeded and now we are facing a deficiency. Unless 
Congress grants appropriation it will be necessary to 
close some stations this month. Under the rules of the 
House we cannot get this appropriation, or call it what 
you may. before the House unless attaching it to the 
Defieiency bill.” 


In reply to Mr. Britten’s question as to who was re- 
sponsible for over-expenditure at Hampton Roads base, 
Admiral Parks replied: “The commandant.” The Ad- 
miral added that the sailing of the Pacifie Fleet from 
Hamp'on Roads and the expense accumulated there at 
that time was ip a measure responsible for the financia! 


increase. Admiral Peoples stated that he was asking 
for $1,050,000 in order to carry on work essential in 
the Supply Bureau. For material and supplies he pro- 
posed to expend $207,000 and $802,440 for labor, in- 
eluding clerical and inspection duties: The Admiral 
was convinced, he said, that no decrease could be made 


unless there was a reduction of appropriations in the 
made proportionatety.

Admiral Tayler next was called ard Chairman Butler 
asked if he comeurred im the view taken by Secretary 
Daniels im a letter to the chairman that “if the appro- 
priation was not passed repair work would immediately 
be disconti:t wed on six thts, seven cruisers and 
a group of dreadnoughts and submarines.” In reply 
th> Admiral said that failure of passage of appropriation 
would result im less of efficiency of ships and create in- 
dustrial chaes at the navy yards. “There are many 
vessels lying at Portsmouth, N.H., Beston, New York, 
Norfolk, Charlesten, Paget Sound and Mare Island,” 
continved the Admiral, “and the new construction, suck 
as regulating the control of gunfire and other improve- 
ments, will mot be completed until the summer of 1921. 
The ships tied up and to be repaired range frem sub 
merines to dreadnougkts amd the present accumnlation 
of work will comtinue threugh the year. I de not think 
that we contemplate any unnecessary work to the ships.” 

Mr. Butler called attention to the work of civilian 
employees in the yards and read a statement made by 
Mr. Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary, who “guessed that 
the average work basis of civilian emplerees was eighty 
per cent.,” about two months ago. Admiral Tayler re- 
plied that the efficiency of the civilian employees was at 
present in excellent standing. 

Admiral Griffin, who followed, answered Mr. Oliver's 
question by stating that new enlisted men should be 
handled slowly and that they obtain their training from 
shipboard and not so much at naval stations as Mr. 
Oliver had believed. “The present lack of trained men,” 
said Admiral Griffin, “will be rectified almost at once 
by increase of pay for the nen-comuissiened officers, 
whe left the Service after the war because of the low 
rate of pay.” If the appropriation should fail of pas- 
sage it will be necessary to discharge appraximately 
2.000 from his department, said the Admiral, who added 
that ro matter what develops it is proposed to drop 600 
or 700 employees this month. 

Mr. Butler anneunced that the committee would ex- 
amine the testimony and then file 2 report. 

The House took i action on Feb. 4 when it 
veted to oppose the appropriation of $9,050,000 asked by 
the Navy ent for repairs and improvement of 
battleships. Members of the committee said they did not 
regard the fund as urgent. When an effort was made sub- 
sequently to include the item, members ef the Naval and 
Appropriation committees joined in opposing it. Con- 
greseman Tinkham and several others contended that it 
was “false economy” to delay the repairs, bat those ep- 
posed declared that the ships were laid up not because 
of lack of funds but beeause of the want of crews. 
Chairman Butler, of the committee, said $21,000,000 
already was available for repairs until July, 1920. The 
action of the House will necessitate the drepping of more 
than 13,000 skilled workers from navy yard payrolls and 
eause a reduction of repair work of all kinds te a mini- 
mum. It is estimated by Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, 
Chief Constructor of the Navy, that the forces at all 
yards at work on repairs will havé te be reduced immedi- 
ately because of the lack of funds, though as many as 
can be employed will be transferred to work of new con- 
struction.

HEARING ON ARMY HONORS AWARDS. 


Secretary Beker Withdraws Objections. 

Following the halt in the investigation of the awards 
of honors in the Army by the House sub-committee on 
Army medals awards on Feb. 2, which was occasioned by 
Secretary Baker objecting to Army officers testifying on 
a matter in which he had already been asked to make a 
full report to the House (as described on page 695), 
Chairman Johnson of the sub-committee communicated 
with Secretary of War Baker and informed him that the 
sub-committee’s investigation was not concerned with the 
House resolution offered reeently by Representative 
Gallivan calling for 2 complete report on honors awards. 
The Secretary in turn communicated with Speaker Gil- 
lett and the latter stated that it would not be regarded 
as a discourtesy to the House for Army officers to ap- 
pear before the sub-committee. In addition to his origi- 
nal objection, Secretary Baker also had in mind the 
duplication of information by the piecemeal hearing of 
the officers before the sub-committee. Secretary Baker 
stated on Feb. 4 that the complete report demanded by 
the Gallivan resolution will be forwarded to the House 
by Feb. 20. Mr. Baker withdrew his objection to the 
officers appearing before the committee on Feb. 3, and on 
that date and on the following day the Army Board of 
Awards was heard by the sub-committee. It comprised 
Col. James G. Steese, president of the board, Cols. Ken- 
yon A. Joyce and Thomas M. Spaulding and Lieut. Col. 
Daniel H. Torrey. Colonel Steese submitted the follow- 
ing report of the board’s awards: 

“The figures include all awards made by the War De- 
partment and the Commander-in-Chief of the A.E.F. The 
total awards shown disclose that seven were awarded for 
service in wars or campaigns prior to the Werld War. 
The figures were given out from the Badge and Medal 
Section of The A.G.O. The D.S.M. was conferred on 
officers as follows:

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COL. BEACH’S NOMINATION CONFIRMED, 


The nomination of Col. Lansing H. Beach, Corps of 
Engrs., U.S.A., as chief of Engineers, U.S.A., with rank 
of major general, wes approved by the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs Feb. 3, and was confirmed by the 
Senate Feb. 4. His tenure of office will be for four years 
and four months, because Colonel Beach will retire for 
age on June 18, 1924. In connection with the nomina- 
tion of Colonel Beach it transpires that the Senate com- 
mittee requested the Secretary of War to advise the 
committee as to what specific provision of law excepts 
the Chief of Engineers from the operation of that sec- 
tion of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, which prescribes that the 
heads of all the staff corps shall be appointed for the 
term of four years. In reply to the request the Secretary 
on Feb, 2 submitted to the committee an opinion of the 
Judge Advocate General as follows: 

“Section 22 of the act relating to the organization of 
the Corps of Engineers contains the following provision: 
‘Provided that the Chief of Engineers shall be selected 
as now provided by law.’ Subsequently, in Section 26 of 
the same act, the following is found: ‘When vacancies 
shall occur in the position of chief of any staff corps or 
department, the President may appoint to such vacancies, 
by and with the advice of the Senate, officers of the Arm, 
at large, and not below the rank of lieutenant colonel, 
and who shall hold office for terms of four years. . . . 
Provided, That so long as there remain in service offi- 
cers of any staff corps or department they shall be se- 
lected from the officers so remaining therein.’ 

“The phrase in Section 22, ‘Provided that the Chief of 
Engineers shall be selected as now provided by law,’ re 
fers back to Section 1195, Revised Statutes, which pro- 
vides: ‘Section 1193. The Adjutant General, the Quar- 
termaster General, the Commissary General of Subsist- 
enee, the Surgeon General, the Chief of Engineers, the 
Chief of Ordnance, and the Paymaster General, shall be 
appointed by selection from the corps to which they be- 
long.’ Under this section appointments had uniformly 
been made without limitation of tenure. 

“From a memorandum in the files of The Adjutant 
General’s Office it appears that on Dec. 6, 1901, the Sec- 
retary of War decided ‘that the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, does 
not apply to the Engineer Corps,’ and directed nomina- 
tions for the office of Chief of Engineers to be made in 
‘the ordinary form for nomination,’ that is to say, with- 
out any limitation on the term of office of the appointee; 
and the law has since been uniformly so interpreted and 
administered. Gen. John M. Wilson, who was Chief of 
Engineers when the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, was passed, 
continued to serve as Chief of Engineers until his retire- 
ment; and since then nine officers have successively been 
appointed to the office of Chief of Engineers, confirmed 
by the Senate, and commissioned, without express limita- 
tion upon their tenure of office; and one of them, Gen. 
Alexander -MacKenzie, actually served more than four 
years as Chief of Engineers without reappointment, each 
of the others having passed from the active list before 
the expiration of four years from date of appointment. 

“The nomination of Col. Lansing H. Beach to be Chief 
of Engineers, without any limitation of tenure of office, 
was accordingly prepared and transmitted to the Senate 
in accordance with the construction so given in 1901 by 
the Secretary of War to the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, and 
with the subsequent uniform administration, and long- 
continued acquiescence in that construction, by both the 
Executive and the Senate.” 

The question of illegality was not raised in the request 
of the committee for this information, as had been re- 
ported. The question will probably not again be raised 
should provisions of the tentative Army Reorganization 
bills become law, for both House and Senate drafts pro- 
vide that the Chief of Engineers, and the chiefs and as- 
sistant chiefs of all bureaus and services, shall be as- 
signed for four years, and no more. The service of Gen- 
eral Beach was noted in our issue of Jan. 17, page 610. 
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CHANGES AMONG NAVY FLAG OFFICERS. 


Rear Admiral Harry S. Knapp, U.S.N., who has been 
commanding the U.S. Navy forces in European waters, 
was on Feb. 2 appointed by the President commander- 
in-chief of those forces with the temporary rank of vice 
admiral while holding that command. His flag as vice 
admiral was raised over his; headquarters in London on 
Feb. 3. His flagship until recently was the cruiser 
Chattanooga, but at preseat there are very few war- 
ships of his force in European waters. These comprise 
some eight ships scattered among different ports. Dur- 
ing the war Admiral Knapp was on duty as naval rep- 
resentative at Paris, and on the return of Admiral Sims 
to the United States he was assigned to duty at the 
London headquarters of the United States naval forces 
operating in European waters. His advancement to this 
temporary rank is regarded as a high appreciation of 
his services in the Navy. He was graduated from the 
U.S. Naval Academy in June 1878. He will retire for 
age Jan 27 next with his permanent rank of rear ad- 
miral, as under the law his present temporary rank and 
pay of vice admiral will end when he is detached from 
his duties as commander-in-chief,

Retirement of Colonel Brett, U.S.A. 

Col. Loyd M. Brett, Cay., U.S.A., who retires for age 
Feb. 22, 1920, after nearly forty-five years of extensive 
and distinguished service, is a veteran of Indian, Span- 
ish-American, Philippine and World War campaigns. 
He is the holder of a Congressional Medal of Honor for 
distinguished gallantry in action against Sioux Indians, 
and was awarded the D.S.M. in the World War. Colonel 
Brett was born in Maine Feb. 22, 1856, and is a gradu- 
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ate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, when he was assigned 
to the 2d Cavalry. 

_He served in the Sioux campaign in Montana under 
Lieut. General Nelson A. Miles, then colonel 5th Infan- 
try, from 1879 until the surrender of Sitting Bull and 
the last hostile band near Poplar-river, Montana, Jan- 
uary, 1881. He then went with his troop (A, 2d Cav- 
alry) 250 miles further into the uninhabited~West, and 
was at Fort Maginnis, Mont., for four years, participat- 
ing in the Cree campaign, and assisting in making that 
remote section safe for settlers. He served under Gen. 
George Crook in the Geronimo Apache campaign, 1885-6, 
and was mentioned in orders for great energy and de- 
termination displayed in the pursuit of hostile Indians. 
Colonel Brett served more pan sixteen years on the 
frontier. 

In the campaign of Santiago de Cuba he was ap- 
pointed provost marshal general- of Major Gen. Shafter’s 
army, and later commanded one hundred picked men to 
represent the American Army at the surrender of San- 
tiago. He was recommended for substantial considera- 
tion for gallantry displayed by him in the battle of El 
Caney, July 1. As major, 31st U.S. Vol. Inf., he par- 
ticipated in the Philippine insurrection, and commanded 
in skirmishes against the Moros in Mindanao in 1900. 

Colonel Brett for nearly five years was A.G. and in- 
structor of militia of District of Columbia, Brig. Gen. 
George H. Harries, commanding, commended him in 
writing as follows: “You have had many predecessors 
as adjutant general, and some of them have been of the 
best, but no one has rendered such uncommonly useful 
service as you have. No one has given so freely of him- 
self, capable at every point, whether In the office or in 
the field, as an officer and a gentleman in the highest 
sense of that combined term, loyal friend whom I shall 
always hold in the highest esteem, yoa have filled every 
expectation.” The normal detail of Colonel Brett as 
superintendent of Yellowstone National Park was 
twice extended at the personal request of Mr. Lane, Sec- 
retary of the Interior. He served on the Mexican border 
in 1916 in command of a Cavalry brigade,-and was ap- 
pointed brigadier general, National Army, Aug. 5, 1917, 
and assigned to the 80th Division at Camp Lee, Va. 

He organized the 160th Infantry Brigade and com- 
manded it during the entire life of that unit. He was 
repeatedly recommended for grade of major. general; on 
four different oceasions by Lieutenant General Liggett, 
Army commander. Among the distinguished officers so 
recommended are Major Generals Dickman and Read, 
corps commanders, and Major General Cronkhite, divi- 
sion commander.. In January, 1919, Colonel Brett was 
recommended for grade of brigadier general in the per- 
manent establishment by Major General Sturgis, divi- 
sion commander, Major General Wright, corps com- 
mander, and Lieutenant General Liggett, commanding 
1st Army; he was recommended by General Pershing 
for grade of brigadier general, Regular Army, before re- 
tirement as a recognition for splendid services rendered 
in France in actual command of troops. 

Colonel Brett was cited in field orders by the corps 
commander on Nov. 2, 1918, during the most successful 
stage of the battle of the Meuse-Argonne, in which his 
brigade played a conspicuous part. He was cited in or- 
ders by his division commander and was awarded the 
D.S.M. The citation states: “He commanded the 160th 
Infantry Brigade with particular efficiency in the mark- 
edly successful operations resulting in the occupation of 
the Dannevoux sector in October, 1918. In the activities 
near Imecourt and Buzancy, in November, his brigade 
broke the enemy’s resistance due to his masterful ability 
and brilliant leadership. ‘These operations proved a 
crowning success.” Colonel Brett holds the following 
foreign decorations: France, Officer of the Legion of 
Honor, Croix de Guerre with palm. The citation from 
the French government reads: “Commanding the 160th 
Brigade, made of his brigade a choice unit through which 
he bioke the strong resistance of the enemy in October 
and November, 1918.” He holds the Congressional Medal 
of Honor “for most distinguished gallantry in action 
against hostile Sioux Indians near O’Fallon’s Creek, 
Mont., April 1, 1880, by fearless exposure and dashing 
bravery cutting off the Indians’ pony herd and greatly 
crippling the hostiles while second lieutenant, 2d Cav- 
alry.” His last post of duty was at Fort Myer, Va.

RECENT DEATSHS. 


Brig. Gen. E. A. Wedgewood, formerly The Adjutant 
General of Utah, and who served for a time as a briga- 
dier general in the National Army, died at Salt Lake 
City, Utah, Jan. 31, 1920, in the sixty-third year of his 
age. General Wedgewood was appointed a brigadier’ 
general in the National Army shortly after the United, 
States entered the war against Germany, and was sta-| 
tiened at Camp Greene, N.C., but did not go overseas 
because of physical disability, and after shert service 
was honorably discharged. He was born in Massachu- 
setts and began his career as a lawyer, moving to Utah 
thirty years ago. During the Spanish-American War 
General Wedgewood was a captain in a Utah light artil- 
lery company, and in his early service with the military 
was a private ih the Utah National Guard. In 1913 he 
was appointed a-member of the National Military Board 
by the Secretary of War. Before this he had served as 
adjutant general of Utah. 

Col. Alvan C, Read, Inf., U.S.A., on duty with the 
Army of Occupation at Coblenz, Germany, died there 
Jan. 19, 1920, from pneumonia. “The announcement of 
his death,” writes a correspondent, “will come as a great 
shock to the friends of the colonel and the friends of his 
wife, who joined him in Germany last August. For 
some time the streets of Coblenz have been flooded and 
the inhabitants have been without heat or light. Boats 
have had to be used as a method of transportation. 
Colonel Read has been for some time inspector general 
of the Army Corps. Only a short time ago his > sis- 
ters, Miss Martha Read, of Biloxi, Miss., Mrs. to 
Coortz, of Vandalia, Mo., and Mrs. R. L. Henry, of 435 
Ray street, Chevy Chase, Md., were made very happy 
by the news that the Distinguished Service Medal had 
been bestowed upon their brother, Colonel Read, for his 
distinguished service throughout the war. He saw a 
great dea! of the actual war, and many times endan- 
gered his life by the daring and courage shown in in- 
specting conditions all along the front line. The colonel 
was married in 1905 to Miss Frances Kautz, daughter 
of General Kautz of Mexican War prominence. There 
are no children.” Colonel Read was born in Tennessee, 
Sept. 11, 1878, and was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of April, 1898. He served in the Cuban campaign of 
1898, in the trenches and in battle, and was also in 
Philippine campaigns. 

Col. Edward J. Atkinson, a well-known New York 
veteran of the Civil War, prominent among the officials 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, died at his home at 
90 Bruce avenue, Yonkers, N.Y., Feb. 3, 1920. For a 
number of years he had been secretary of the Memorial 
Committee of the G.A.R., county of New York, and-he 
was a very highly esteemed soldier and gentleman. Colo- 
nel Atkinson during the Civil War served in the 9th 
N.Y. Volunteers and was in the Peninsular campaign 
and at the battles of Bull Run and Antietam. From 
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1895 to 1896 he was department commander of New 
York State of the G.A.R., and in 1900 was elected quar- 
termaster general. He also was a past commander of 
John-A. Rollins Post No. 8, G.A.R., and was for thirty 
five years secretary of the memorial committee of the 
local G.A.R. He leaves two daughters and a son. 
Announcement was made at Naples, Italy, Jan. 31, 
1920, of the death of Admiral Raffaele Volpe, of the 
Italian Navy. He participated in the battle of Lissa, in 
which the Austrians gained a victory over the Italians, 
x. 18, 1866, and was later Italian neval attaché at 
etlin. 
Lieut. Comdr. Downs Lorraine Wilson, U.S.N., re- 
tired. who died at the Naval Hospital, Washington,

Major Romanus A. La Grinder, Sanitary Corps, 
U.S.A., died at the Walter Reed Hospital, Tacoma Park, 
D.C., Jan. 29, 1920. In sending us an account of the 
services of the deceased, Mr. D. Miller, formerly first 
lieutenant Sanitary Corps, says: “In the death of Major 
La Grinder the Army lost an officer of sterling character, 
indemitable energy and of exceptional executive and ad- 
ministrative ability. He was wounded in Laguna prov- 
ince in 1898 during the Philippine insurrection. He 
served as hospital steward, sergeant, first class, and 
master hospital sergeant from 1900 to 1917. Monterey 
and West Point were his last stations immediately pre 
ceding our entry into the World War. His capability 
fot organization and handling of huge quantities of med- 
ical supplies was recognized by the Surgeon General's 
office in his being commissioned in the Sanitary Corps as 
first lieutenant in. July, 1917, and assigned to duty at 
Camp Lee as medical supply and property officer. He 
was promoted captain in October, 1917. General Cronk- 
hite recommended that he be promoted major as a reward 
for assistance in training the recently commissioned med- 
ical personnel in the method of obtaining accounting 
for and issue of medical supplies, as well as his ability 
to instruct them, and he was promoted major in Jan- 
uary, 1918. Thousands of tons of medical supplies for 
overseas were received and shipped by Major La Grinder 
while medical supply officer at Newport News, where he 
was assigned for duty in December, 1917, and the ofti- 
cers and enlisted men under his command will endorse 
the statement of the writer, who was assistant medical 
supply officer under Major La Grinder, that the tireless 
energy, conscientious devotion to duty, pleasing person- 
ality and paternal interest in his subordinates—charac- 
teristic of our immediate C.O.—spurred. us to give the 
best there was in us towards correct and expeditious 
work.

Major Robert Hollister Chapman, late of the Engi- 
neers’ Reserve Corps, U.S.A., who died in New York 
city Jan. 11, 1920, in his apartment in the Hotel Wol- 
cott, was a widely known topographical engineer. He 
was born in Hartford, Conn., but for many years was 
associated with the United States Geological Survey. 
At the request of the Canadian government he was de- 
tailed in 1909 to work with the Canadian Geological 
Survey, from headquarters in Ottawa, and made inter- 
esting and important explorations in wild parts of Brit- 
ish Columbia and Alberta. After the United States en- 
tered the war he was appointed a major in the. Engi- 
neers’ Reserve Corps and assistant to Brig. Gen. Theo- 
dore A. Bingham, U.S.A. Major Chapman was a fellow 
of the Royal Geographical Society of England and a 
member of the American Geological Society, the Ameri- 
can Institute of Mining Engineers, the Archzological 
Institute of America, the Metropolitan, Cosmos, Chevy 
Chase and Montgomery Country Clubs, of Washington, 
and the Engineers’ and Rocky Mountain Clubs, of New 
York, and of the Sons of the American Revolution. 


Testimonial to Major Warren J. Englar, Q.M. Corps. 


On Jan. 24, 1920, the last sad rites of respect were 
paid to Major Warren J. Englar, Q.M.C., lately quarter- 
master of the 6th Division, stationed at Camp Grant, 
Rockford, Ill, at the Arlington National Cemetery, Vir- 
ginia. The deceased officer’s immediate family and a 
small group of brother officers were in attendance. Our 
memories of intimate association with Major Englar 
weighed too heavily for utterance—memories of heart: 
breaking trials of service, which bound us together, aye, 
closer than brothers. In our months of active service 
together in the World War, and in all of these tribula- 
tions, Englar bore a lion’s share. 

Major Englar’s chief task was that of receipt and 
distribution of clothing, food, forage and fuel for his 
division (27, men and animals). It will thus be 
apparent that the task was large. The following quota- 
tion from a letter from G.H.Q., A.E.F., to the division 
commander, will epitomize some of the herculean difficul- 
ties with which men like EXnglar had to wrestle: “On 
account of the very serious lack of animals and motor 
vehicles in the division (6th), there was a very great 
doubt on the part of the higher staffs as to whether or 
not the division could be utilized during the coming of- 
fensive (the Argonne-Meuse, last stage). Nevertheless, 
with less than 1,000 animals, and with very little truck 
transportation, the division advanced into the reserve 
position for tie Ist Army Corps. From Nov. 2 to 6 
the division closely followed the rapid advance of the 
1st Corps without complaint or even remark. The In- 
fantry made long marches on congested roads, hauling 
by hand their machine gun carts, and carrying on their 
backs, or doing without, supplies for which transporta- 
tion should normally have been available. Altogether, 
the performance of the 6th Division during the first 
eleven days of November, 1918, stands out as one of the 
finest examples of the fortitude and soldierly spirit dis- 
played by the American soldier during this war. It is 
not unjust to say that the duties of the division during 
this period required more discipline and soldierly deter. 
mination than many engagements with the enemy.” 

An eloquent testimonial! But how few there be who 
can even begin to visualize the mental and physical 
struggles and anguish that had to be undergone by men 
like Englar who assisted so heroically to that wor 
thy enconium for his division, The day was never too 
long, the night too dark, or the weather too inclement 
for Englar to—be on duty—ever loyal to his division, 


ever utterly dependable. An heroic soul. God rest yo 
H you, 
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Capt. T. K. Wilson, one of the instructors of t 
General Service School at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., died 
at his quarters Feb. 1, 1920, from a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. Captain Wilson entered the Service as a volun- 
teer from Colorado at the beginning of the Spanish- 
American War in 1898. He saw service in the Philip- 
pines, and at the outbreak of the World War went to 
France with one of the first units. He remained in the 
active service two years. It was his knowledge of mod- 
ern warfare gained on the battlefields that earned him 
a place as one of the instructors in the Service School at 
the opening last September. 

Capt. Marion Herbert Leachman, a former officer of 
the U.S. Army, who was honorably discharged from the 
Service Jan. 1, 1919, died, after a brief illness, at De- 
troit, Mich., Jan. 27, 1920, aged twenty-seven years. He 
was the son of Clarence C. and Flora Leachman, and 
enlisted in the 22d U.S. Infantry in April, 1911. Served 
on the Mexican border in 1916, was transferred to 35th 
Inf.. (when organized), and was commissioned lieuten- 
ant. He was sent to Fort Niagara as an instructor, was 
promoted to captain in August, 1917, and served as in« 
structor at Camps McClellan, Lee, Gordon and Perry, 
and was honorably discharged at Camp Travis, Texas, 
Jan. 1, 1919. Captain Leachman leaves a young wife, 
his father, mother, two brothers and a sister. Captain 
Leachman was one of four brothers who served their 
country. One was killed in France, and another, severely 
wounded, is still in the Service in the Regular Army. 
Captain Leachman’s mother is a true patriot, and has 
four blue stars on her service flag, and regretted that she 
“had not twelve sons to give to their-country.” 

Capt. Perry M. Gallup, U.S.A., retired, died *at his 
home, 103°North street, Saco, Maine, on Saturday, Jan. 
81, after a long illness. He leaves a wife and two ¢hil- 
dren. Captain Gallup was born in Michigan April 24, 
1885, and first- entered the Army as a seeond lieutenant 
of the Coast Artillery Corps Jan. 3, 1908.

Aviation Casualties. 


Capt. Field E. Kindley, Air Service, U.S.A., on duty 
at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, was killed instantly in 
aerial maneuvers at KeHy Field No. 2, Feb. 1, 1920. The 
accident occurred while a group of airplanes were in 
practice formation, preparing for an exhibition sched- 
uled in honor of a coming visit to the post of General 
Pershing. Captain Kindley’s machine fell when ‘he was 


about fifty feet above the ground, and he was crushed . 


and burned. Captain Kindley, who was in command of 
the 94th Aero Squadron, arrived at Kelly Field from 
Mitchel Field, Long Island, early last January. His 
home was at Gravette, Ark. Captain Kindley was 
awarded the D.S.C. for extraordinary heroism in action 
near Bourlon Wood, in France, Sept. 24, 1918. He at- 
tacked a formation of Fokkers, of which he crashed one. 
Three days later he received the Croix de Guerre, with a 
palm, for extraordinary heroism in action near Mar- 
conig, France, Sept. 27, 1918, from the French. On this 
occasion, at a low altitude, Captain Kindley bombarded a 
railroad station and drove down an enemy balloon, fol- 
lowing which he attacked German troops on the ground 
and silenced a hostile machine gun. He also shot down 
an enemy Halberstadt plane which attacked him. This 
citation credited him, at that time, as having destroyed 
seven and one-half enemy aircraft and driven down three 
others out of control. 

The office of the Director of Air Service has made 
public the unusual circumstances surrounding the death 
of Lieut. Bruce Struthers, U.S.A., 104th Aero Squadron, 
on Jan. 24, while patrolling the border between Douglas, 
Ariz., and El Paso, Texas, his home station. He was 
acting as pilot, while Lieut. Charles Evans, also of the 
104th Aero Squadron, was serving as observer of the 
machine, when it flew into a very dark cloud, in fact so 
dark that the ebserver could not see the pilot, and the 
plane hit a very heavy gust of wind, forcing it into a 
stall, The pilot pushed forward on the stick and the 
piane regained its speed, when Lieutenant Evans sighted 
a mountain top immediately ahead and pulled back op 
the stick, but the plane had been diving so fast that, 
although he managed to get it in a position parallel to 
its forward speed, it crashed into the mountain side. 
Lieutenant Struthers was thrown against the mountain, 
clear of the plane, and killed instantly. Lieutenant Evans 
suffered a broken leg, broken nose and several very bad 
cuts about the face. The plane took fire and was a total 
loss. But for the presence of a trapper who happened to 
be setting his traps about one hundred feet from where 
the plane crashed, Lieutenant Evans would have been 
burned to death, as he had been knocked unconscious. 
This trapper, it is said, was the first person in that vi- 
cinity within the last two years. 

Lieut. Gwendell B. Newman, U.S.M.C., R.F.C., well 
known as an aviator, who fell with his machine at Boll- 
ing Field, Washington, on Dec. 31, died at the Naval 
Hospital on Feb. 2 of injuries sustained in the fall. He 
entered the Marine Corps on July 25, 1918, and for a 
time was on aviation duty at Miami, Fla. He was a 
member of the board which designed the Liberty motor. 
Recently he was detailed as a test pilot for the Navy. 
He entered the Army transcontinental aerial endurance 
race to San Francisco in October last and completed the 
trip to that city, but did not attempt the return to 
Roosevelt Field, Mineola, N.Y., use of engine 
trouble. Lieutenant Newman was born in Massachu- 
setts on March 17, 1894. He was a graduate of Cornell 
University.

In recog- 
nition of his ability and service in the World War he 
was decorated with the D.S.M., the French Cross of the 
Legion of Honor, the office of Commander of the Order 
of the Crown, Belgium, and also received a decoration 
from the government of Serbia. 

Col. Alvin K. Baskette, who recently returned from 
France, has been assigned to duty by the office of the 
Quartermaster General as chief of the Clothing and 
Equipage Division. While overseas, Colonel Baskette 
was in charge of Salvage Depot No. 1 at St. Pierre des 
Corps for ‘nearly six months. He was awarded the 
D.S.M. while in charge of this depot. After the armis- 
tice he was appointed depot quartermaster at Montoir 
Depot, near St. Nazaire, France. 


General Pershing at San Francisco. 


So many persons had shaken hands with General Per- 
shing by the time he arrived at San Francisco on his 
tour of inspection of Army posts and ‘stations on Jan. 
25, when he addressed a meeting at Berkeley, near. San 
Francisco, on that day, that those who desired ‘to ‘shake. 
hands with him. were cautioned by. Brig..Gen. Fox Con- 
ner, U.S.A., who stood, near, not to shake too vigorously 
after half of those who were in line, waiting to approach 
the. Genera] ;. had. grasped his hand: sands: of for- 
mer members: of the AEF. were present-at.the-address 
he delivered at the campus of the University ‘of’ Caii- 
fornia, at Berkeley, according to a press'dispatch. The 
General reiterated his advocacy of military. training and 
recommended. the continuance of Reserve officers’ train- 
ing camps. He praised the American” Legion, saying: 
“The legion must remain non-partisan. -It' should not 
permit itself or its members to become the pawns and 
tools of political job seekers and hucksters.” Aft the 
Presidio. of San Francisco, after an inspection of Fort 
Baker and Fort Miley, he reviewed all the troops: sta- 
tioned there. He commanded the 8th Brigade at the 
Presidio in 1916. He also served there in 1915. 

On the same day the Commercial Club of San Fran- 
cisco gave a banquet in honor of General Pershing. In 
a brief address he expressed his regret that Lieut. Gen. 
Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., commanding the Western De- 
partment, was unable to be present, being in Washing- 
ton to attend a meeting of department commanders, and 
telegraphed his regrets, but General Pershing paid a high 
tribute to “my old friend and loyal assistant.” After 
speaking of the “great ability” with which General Lig- 
gett handled the ist Corps on the Chateau-Thierry front, 
as well as in the battles of St. Mihiel and the Meuse- 
Argonne, he added: “When the 2d Corps was organized 
General Liggett was given command s€ the Ist ain, 
and to him is due the credit for the &ual tactical hand- 
ling of that Army and its fimal greaf imgareseful attack 
on the German lines, which ended tite wr.” Later in 
the afternoon Mrs. Liggett gave a ba%i€q kincheon and 
reception in honor of General Pershing yt ‘Seneral Lig- 
gett’s quarters at Fort Mason. The resi@ence was bean- 

’ tifully decorated for the occasion. Mauy officers who 
held high rank in'the A.E.F. and who sereed with Gen- 
erst Pershing in France, were present, as wei! as a num- 
br of old San Francisco civilian friends.

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INFLUENZA IN ARMY CaMPs. 

Influenza and its complication, pneumonia, are pre 
vailing to some extent in nearly all camps and stations 
in the United States. -The stations in the region of the 
Great Lakes, where the disease first appeared, have ap- 
parently reached their maximum in the: number of -cases. 
The- admission rate fer ‘diséage, 1042.4, is higher than 
last week, 864.2, but. is: believed to - be .unusually. low. 
consideging the presence of an epidemic at most sta- 
tions. The non-effective tate; 364, is tonsiderably higher 
than last weék, 293, and 4s dile*to a‘large extent to the 
fact that influenza patients are. retained im hospital tén’ 
days after their. £ rature -has beopme. normal. The 
death rate for disease, 7.5, is lower than last week, 8.7, 
but whereas the high rate last:week:was due to an.un- 
usual’ number*of deaths in general hospitals, mostiyi 
from tuberculosis, the rate this week is due to ‘somé 
extent ‘to the increase -in the’ number of deaths © from 
pneumonia in. stations other, than. general . hospitals. 
There were twenty-six: deaths:. from. disease --reported 
during’ the week, eleven” of which were ‘due to pneu- 
monia and ten to taberculosis and one ‘to empyema. 
Among the American Foréés in y influenza and 
measles continue to be reported, but the goon of new 
cases of pneumonia following shows a decline. The 
number of deaths from pneumonia shows a very marked 
decrease. There were sixty cases of influenza, thirteen 
of measles, sixteen of pneumonia, with only two deaths 


~ from pneumonia reported during the week. Among the 


American Forces in Siberia health conditions are excel- 
lent. There were twenty-five eases of influenza, four 
of measles and six of pneumonia repprted during the 
week with only one death from pneumonia reported.

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GREAT BRITAIN’S AIR ESTIMATES. 

Since Senator New first introduced his bill to unite 
all governmental aeronautical interests in a Department 
of Air before the Senate (which bill was withdrawn on 
Jan; 31, as noted on another page), the British exampls 


has been persistently held up as a model for the United 
States. We have before us the London Timés of Voc. 16, 
1919, in which appears the debate on air estimates in the 


House of Commons. A comparison of that debate with 
the debate on the New air bill, so far as it has pro- 
gressed in the Senate, shows little variety in the con- 
tent of the speeches, though it must be admitted that 
the military and naval members in the House of Com- 
mons have the better of it from the tactical and technical 
points of view. There is this important point in the 
consideration of a united air service for Great Britain 
which appears to be almost entirely forgotten in the con- 
sideration of the Senate bill—the geographical situa- 
tion. In this Great Britain cannot by any process of 
reasoning be compared with the United States. As ap- 
pears in the House of Commons debate, the sole pur- 
pose of unifying all air services came of the realization 
that the British navy during the war had failed to pro- 
tect Great Britain from attack. As stated by Col. T. 
C. M. Brabazon, member from Chatham, “the position 
with regard to the navy had changed fundamentally be- 
cause of the advent of aircraft. The navy had lost for- 
ever its claim to be able to defend us against attack.” 
Then, undoubtedly expressing a very great fear to which 
Englishmen are giving heed, Colonel Brabazon is re- 
ported by the Times as saying: “There was no doubt 
that wars in the future could be won by the ultimate 
industrial resources of a country, and the first object of 
attack in any future campaign would undoubtedly be, 
not the military, but the industrial arm of the state, 


In our case a foreign power would try to hit us in our 
industrial heart—in places like Birmingham and Glas- 
gow. There was only one force that could defend us 


against such an attack, and that was an air force.” 
There is the nub of the situation from the very impor- 
tant side of a country so situated as is 'Great Britain, 
and the basis of argument for unification and expansion 
there can have little relation to the problem of the 
United States with its vast territory and thousands of 
miles of coast lines. If the situation had an analogy, 
then the United States would be warranted in spending 
fifty times what England appropriates for her air service. 

In the Senate debate on Jan. 22 Mr. New said: “Eng- 
land for this year made an appropriation of $330,000,- 
000 for aeronautical development.” We have had that 
figure and larger ones dangled before us throughout the 
discussion of a single air service for the last year. Mr. 
Churchill’s statement to the House of Commons gives 
some illumination which appears to be necessary in be- 
half of the truth. The Times reports his statement 
thus: “The estimates of 1918-19 for the air aggregated 
£370,000,000, including the vote for the Ministry of 
Munitions for aircraft. In 1919-20 they had fallen to 
£54,000,000, and the limit which the Cabinet has ap- 
proved for the framing of the Air Force estimates next 
year was approximately £15,000,000, so that whatever 
else might be said a very great reduction was being ef: 
fected in the scale of expenditures. Discount it and 
criticize it as they might, the fact remained that the 
whole standing of the Air Force had been, in the cur- 
rency of the present year, reduced from its great war 
level expenditure at more than £1,000,000 a day to an 
expenditure which would not exceed in 1920-21, £15,- 
000,000.” U.S. estimates for the Army, Navy and Post- 
office Department for 1921 are $160,000,000. 

So here we have the official statement that England, 
which must have an air force great enough to meet at 
tacks from the Continent, which the Germans demon- 
strated with marked result, will be a very great concern 
for England in all future wars. England, in a period 
approximating the fiscal year in which the New bill as 
a law would become operative, will spend something less 
than $75,000,000 on its united air force. 

On this question of expenditures we find Mr. Bonar 
Law telling the House of Commons: “I ask the com- 
mittee to bear in mind that if the Air Force is to be 
properly developed—and if you are to make the best of 
it, and that does not mean that before you have a proper 
examination, and before the experts have gone into every, 
aspect—you have to continue a very great expenditure 
of money. That is not really developing the Air Force, 
The committee must bear in mind that there is an im- 
mense difference between a force which was spending 
close to £400,000,000 a year and a force which, as far 
as we can see at present, will spend £15,000,000 per 
year, or the equivalent of six millions pre-war money.” 

It is interesting to find in this debate in Houseof Com- 
mons antipathy to an air academy and the same argu- 
ments that have been put forward in the Senate in favor 
of having the existing Military and Naval Academies util- 
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ized for aeronautical instruction. In the Senate, Mr. 
Gerry was rather critical that Navy experts had little 
opportunity to present their view of the proposed unifi- 
cation, in fact were hardly consulted before the bill was 
drafted. His plea was that Navy aviation was a highly 
specialized service and must be run by Navy personnel, 
which should have a free hand if the devolpment is to 
be satisfactory. In the House of Commons, Rear Ad- 
miral Adair, speaking for the British navy, said: ‘“‘All 
they asked for in the navy was just that they might 
manage their own little business themselves—the ‘naval 
side of it. .’ He foresaw the day “when there 
would be a craft as big as a destroyer, normally trav- 
eling on the sea, but able on occasion to rise on het 
wings and travel at 150 miles an hour through the air. 
Who could possibly evolve such a craft other than naval 
constructors, and, seeing that nine-tenths of their time 
would be spent on the sea, who was going to man them 
except seamen? It was really too ridiculous to leave to 
an Air Ministry, constituted as at present, the evolu- 
tion of such craft or the administration of them. It 
Was a maritime matter and ought to be left to the 
Admiralty.” 

Answering this view, Mr. Churchill intimated that 
the release of surface craft, when the super air-sea 
fighter became a fact, would liberate for additions to 
the Air Force the money now spent on warships. But 
he stated the program succinctly, thus: “The task be- 
fore them (the Ministry) was severely practical. They 
had to find the necessary air garrisons to defend the 
British Empire and to create a permanent independent 
air force. This was a task which was self-contained 
quite apart from any theoretical decision either for rev- 
olutionizing the art of war or for the combined organi- 
zation of the three services.” 

On encouragement of civil aviation we find Mr. 

Churchill reported as saying: “The £15,000,000, which 
was the approximate figure, included £2,000,000 for re- 
search and civil aviation. They were allocat- 
ing £500,000 in the present year for civil aviation, and 
they had spent £329,000 in the present year.. 
Here he “would deal with those people who said that 
they ought to provide £13,000,000 for research and civil 
aviation and that £2,000,000 should be good enough to 
manage their military affairs.” He must remind the com- 
mittee that “we had still an empire to defend, odd as it 
might seem on the moral of unheard of victories. se 
He did not himself believe it was the business of the 
government “to carry civil aviation forward by means of 
great expenditures of public’ money.” The program 
for 1920-21 outlined by Mr. Churchill provided twenty- 
four and one-half fighting squadrons, nineteen to be 
used abroad, or eight in India, seven in Egypt, three in 
Mesopotamia and one to be split up between the vari- 
ous naval bases. India was to pay for her eight squad- 
rons. So here is the “tremendous” British air force we 
have been hearing of for months, a force which the 
American proponents of unity held up as an example 
for the United States to emulate, if not to fear! Mr. 
Churchill placed before the House of Commons’ in miti- 
gation of the “tremendous” expenditures an item of 
economy in a benefit to the exchequer of £6,250,000, and 
added: “To that might be added £400,000 secured by 
the sale of our airships to the United States.” 

And finally, let us consider Mr. New’s estimates 
in our own Congress for the united air force of the 
United States: “Estimate for aviation schools and 
special equipment for them, $1,097,050; maintenance 
and repair of buildings, $3,000,000; new construction at 
stations, $11,837,000; purchase of new equipment, $54,- 
080,250; maintenance and repair of equipment, includ- 
ing miscellaneous stock and hire of civilian personnel, 
$14,960,000; experimental, $13.000,000; or a total of 
$97,974,877, from which should be taken $4,350,000 
which is now asked for by the Postoffice Department 
and which can be supplied out of this.” It must not be 
forgotten, however, that Senator New’s bill makes no 
appropriations nor asks for any. As he said, in explana- 
tion of this feature, on Jan. 31: “What the bill really 
does is to transfer to the united air service the unex- 
pended balances of appropriations heretofore made for 
the benefit of the Services already mentioned as main- 
tained by the respective departments, if the united air 
service shall be created by this bill, and these unex- 
pended balances amount to about $22,000,06 

So in our haste to set up a Department of Air it 
might be advisable to think of a few things, such as ex- 
pense, necessity, geography and what the nation owes 
to commercial enterprise in a new and highly apecial- 
ized invention. 
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HEARING ON Navy AVIATION REQUIREMENTS. 


Admiral Robert E. Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, 
and Capt. Thomas T. Craven, Director of Navy Aviation, 
were heard by the House Committee on Naval Affairs on 
Feb. 5 on Navy aviation. Captain Craven in a brief 
outline of his work, showed that there was effectual co- 
operation between bureau chiefs. The Aeronautica] 
Board was co-ordinating an aviation policy that in the 
future will meet with the approval of both Services, said 
Captain Craven, and this board has already settled poli- 
cies for the Services. The board has also arranged for 
fliers of both Services to obtain training with both sea 
and land planes. Representative Hicks called attention 
to an article of recent date in the London Times, noted 
elsewhere, showing, he said, that “Great Britain was 
mot spending such huge sums of money for flying pur- 
poses as some sensational statements made in this coun- 





try would have the United States believe.’ The com- 
mittee members desired to know why reports were being 
circulated that Japan was spending huge sums on avia- 
tion when it appeared that such was not the case, “In 
the last seven years,” said Mr. Hicks, “Japan has spent 
$2,000,000 for army and navy aviation, and since 1918, 
our Navy has spent $195,655,000 for aviation.” The 
last naval aviation appropriation totaled $25,000,000, 
said Mr. Hicks, and the present estimate for 1920-21 is 
placed at $35,000,000, having been reduced from $47,- 
000,000. When Mr. Hicks sought to obtain information 
on the increase for this year compared to the last, Cap- 
tain Craven replied that it was necessary to “extend fly- 
ing facilities at a number of the present large bases.” The 
committee members were shown stereopticon views of 
planes of various new types of construction such as the 
Navy contemplates using. The hearing went into detail 
on appropriations for aviation. 
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SERVICE PAY LEGISLATION. 


Members of the Senate and House Committees on 
Naval and Military Affairs favorable to the speedy 
passage of a Service increase pay bill stated on Feb. 4 
that they would urge immediate adjustments of the 
Crago, Kelley and Wadsworth bills, the latter (S. 3383) 
passed by the Senate on Feb. 3, in order that a pay bill, 
in final form, might be placed before Congress by the 
end of this week; or at least be ready to complete final 
action on this important measure before the Peace 
Treaty is again considered. Chairman Kahn of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs on Feb. 4 called a 
mecting of the committee for the following day to con- 
sider the Wadsworth bill. Likewise Chairman Page of 
the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs was sounding 
the members on the question of immediate action. It 
was proposed by members of this committee to incor- 
porate the Wadsworth bill with the Kelley bill. The 





House Military Conmmittee planned to incorpoate the . 


House bill with the Wadsworth measure and report out 
the adjusted bill this week. 

Mr. Kelley said: “I believe that the Senate Naval 
Committee will now incorporate the Wadsworth bill into 
our bill.” He would not venture an opinion as to the 
result, nor as to the attitude of the House Committee 
toward a “reconstructed” measure. It is the opinion 
of those interested in the Service pay increase bills that 
the quick relief for the desperate situation from which 
both commissioned and enlisted personnel of the Ser- 
vices are suffering can be attained by the Senate Naval 
Committee amending the Kelley bill by incorporating in 
it the provisions of the Wadsworth bill and reporting 
the measure at once to the Senate for action, in which 
event the bill would go to conference, where any differ- 
ences could be easily adjusted. In view of the known 
attitude of a majority of the members of Congress the 
favorable report of the conference would, it is believed, 
be accepted and the new pay bill passed. 

Senator Page and Representative Kelley were in con- 
ference on Feb. 5 on the question of final action on the 
Kelley pay bill. It was decided to incorporate the Wads- 
worth bill with the Kelley bill and report it to the Sen- 
ate with the’ least possible delay. Chairman Page issued 
a cali for the Senate Naval Affairs Committee te meet on 
Feb. 6 to consider final action on the measure, it was 
stated. The question of the Crago pay bill, which is 
similar to the Wadsworth bill, was discussed by the 
House Military Affairs Committee on Feb. 5, and it was 
proposed to meet again on Feb. 6 for the purpose of 
merging the bills into one and reporting the bill to the 
House for action. Members of the different committees 
are anxious to have the pay bill situation clarified and 
in order to obtain speedy action it has been decided to be 
ready for “any emergency” as they expressed it. In 
case the Senate fails to pass the reconstructed Kelley 
bill, the House will be asked to pass the Wadsworth 
measure. 
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House ARMY Brit UNCOMPLETED. 

In preparing its final draft of the Army Reorganiza- 
tion bill the House Committee on Military Affairs is 
comparing the Senate Army Reorganization measure (8. 
3792) with the House draft. While the committee has 
not determined its policy in reference to compulsory 
military training, the sessions disclosed the fact that 





* several of the members are suggesting amendments to the 


House bill with the view to incorporating universal 
training in the draft. Others, especially Representative 
Anthony, of Kansas, continue to hold to the view that 
universal military training should not be considered 
with the present draft. There is prevalent the feeling 
that the question of universal military training can be 
taken care of and the harmonious atmosphere which has 
marked the ‘sessions of the committee will be continued. 
The House committee was in session practically all day 
on Feb. 5 obtaining from Army officers opinions on its 
tentative draft of the single list promotion list.

Fracs For GRAVES OF A.E.F. IN EUROPE. 

Through the office of the Quartermaster General of 
the Army the Graves Registration Service announces 
that one American flag for each soldier grave in the 
A.E.F. cemeteries in France and large flags for the cem- 
eteries proper, have been ordered by Colonel Rethers, of 
the Graves Registration Service, in Europe. These flags 
‘are to be forwarded for display, commencing Memorial 
Day of this year, at all cemeteries in France, Bight 
flags of large size, known as post flags, have been or 
dered for the large cemeteries and 350, known as storm 





size, for the smaller cemeteries. Eighty thousand five 
hundred flags, eight by twelve inches in size, have been . 
ordered for the decoration of graves of individual Ameri 
can soldiers buried in Europe. 


EXPANSION OF U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY, 

If the Senate prevails in legislation affecting the U.S, 
Military Academy, the Corps of Cadets is destined to be 
increased 100 per cent., and the strength of the corps will 
be kept up to a maximum. The Senate on Feb. 2 passed 
the bill (S. 3682) providing that vacancies shall here« 
after be filled by the admission from the whole list of 
alternates selected in their order of merit established at 
the entrance examinations. These admissions shall be 
credited to the United (tates at large and. will not affect - 
in any manner appointments authorized by existing laws. . 
As stated by Senator Wadsworth, if his principal and 
alternate have failed, he may appoint the alternate to the 
successful principal from Utah or any other state. On 
Feb. 3 Senator Harris introduced a bill £8.-8845) which 
would allow each Senator and Representative double the 
number of appointments he is authorised to make at 
present. In official circles it is believed that there would 
be no difficulty in doubling the strength of the Corps of 
Cadets for the reason that there are always sufficient 
alternates who are available under the provision of the 
bill just passed to more than bring an overflow to the 
Academy if they were allowed admission. If this latter 
act becomes law it will be necessary to erect additional 
barracks at West Point in order to accommodate the in- 
creased strength, a plan which has been under considers 
ation in the War Department and which could be ear¢ 
ried out in a short time. 

While it is impossible to forecast how many vacancies. 
in the Corps of Cadets will exist in advance of the com 
ing examination, it is safe to say that there will be a 
vacancy for every qualified alternate if the bill (8S. 3682). 
becomes law. It is likely that the provision for admis- 
sion of alternates will do more.to increase the number of 
cadets actually at West Point than any method that 
could be devised. There ore now 577 existing vacancies 
in the Corps of Cadets. With the exception of seventy- 
one, they are all available for the designation of candi-+ 
dates for the coming Mareh entrance examination. Thero 
are also 272 prospective vacancies to be caused by the 
graduation in June next available for the designation of 
candidates, making a total of 778 available for the Mareh 
examination. 

While it is impracticable to compare the average of 
vacancies at this time with a corresponding date in pre- 
vious years, it is interesting to note that there were 430 
actual vacancies on Sept. 1, 1919, after all admissions 
for that year. That was thirty-two per cent. of the num- 
ber of cadets authorized. The only recent year compara- 
ble to it was 1917, when there were 249 vacancies, or 
twenty-four per cent., but in that war year, except for 
the early graduation, there would have been only 101 
vacancies, or ten per cent. In 1918 there were 136 va: 
cancies, where, except for the early graduation, there 
would have been only ninety-four vacancies. The average 
for 1914, 1915 and 1916 was only seventy-two vacancies. 
The abnormal condition relative to vacancies is attrib- 
uted to the country-wide economic pressure and to the 
fact that young men find the attractions of high pay too 
irresistible, so that the greater percentage of high school 





-boys that formerly strove to gain entrance to the U.S. 


Military Academy is now attracted to industry and its 
emoluments. Senators and Representatives are discour- 
aged, it is said, because of their inability to supply the 
necessary appointments so urgently needed, and it is pre- 
dicted that the way out of the difficulty presented in the 
Senate bill will be welcomed in the House, and the bill 
passed at an early date.

EDUCATIONAL WORK IN THE ARMY. 

In a monthly comparative summary showing the edu- 
cational work in Army camps and posts throughout the 
United States, its possessions and elsewhere during the 
month of December, just issued by the War Department 
it is shown that out of a total enlisted strength of 
172,256 on Dec. 31 92,887 were taking instruction in 
educational subjects besides their military training. The 
number of subjects taught in different camps varies from 
two to forty, the greater variety being in the Panama 
Canal Department, where instruction-in forty subjects 
is given. The number of men taking strictly educational 
courses is 18,589. Those taking vocational training-in 
different subjects total 18,574. These men selected their 
subjects from War Department lists of vocations offered 
for study. The total number of individual men actually 
studying educational subjects or voluntarily taking voca- 
tional training is 34,914. The Philippine Department 
has over 10,000 men studying special subjects out of the 
total present enlisted strength of 13,984. In the Ha- 
waiian Department over sixty per cent. of the men are 
studying but in the American Forces in Germany, only 
3,952 of 16,230 men are improving their time by studying. 
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Tue AMERICAN ARMY DOLLAR IN GERMANY. 

The rate of exchange for the pay for American soldiers 
on duty in the occupied sector of Germany has been 
fixed at 100 marks to the dollar, thus giving them 3,000 
marks monthly, according to an Associated Press dis- 
patch from Coblenz. This pay is considerably more than 
that of any German official in the city. When the Amer- 
jean troops first entered the occupied regions they re 
ceived only eighteen or twenty marks to the dollar.

Difference of Views es to. Sea and Shore Duty. 


Secretary Daniels then ‘took up “the two fundamental 
differences” ‘between his views atid those’ of Admiral’ 
Sims wgaeting the relative importance of sea and shore’ 
duty. e quoted Admiral Sims's p position, stated in 
his letter of Dec. 17, 1919, that “all individual duties 
affleat are necessarily of secondary’ importance in com- 
parison with the vital importance of directing all oper- 
ations.” Mr. Daniels then quoted’ from his own letter 
of Jan. 3, 1920, in which he affirmed his belief that 
duties afloat are the more important: He stated how 
Admirai Sims recommended nineteen of his staff officers 
fer the D.S.M. and repeated his former statement as to 
what action was taken on these recommendations by the 
Board of Awards and himself. Mr. Daniels added: 

*“The position of Rear Admiral Sims in placing shore duty 
@bove sea duty in the danger zone is, no doubt, influenced by 
his own record. During the last twenty-five years he has 
served about sixteen years on shore duty and about nine years 
on sea duty. During the Spanish-American War he was the 
U.S. Naval Attaché at Paris and St. Petersburg, and Guin 
the t World War he served on shore, spending most o 
his in London, though he had the title of ‘Commander 
of U.S. Naval Forces in European Waters’ and ‘Naval Attache’ 
at London. é** 

‘Though Rear Admiral Sims was on shore duty, both in 
the Spanish-American War and in the World War, he demon- 
strated ability of a high order in such service. But naturaliy, 
having had little sea service in high command, he overesti- 
mates the imporiance of shore duty and fails te recognize 
fully the perils and the responsibility ‘of officers and men in 
war whose lives are in jeopardy every hour.

Mr. Daniels then quoted the story, told by Admiral 
Sims in, his series of magazine articles about his experi- 
ences of the war, of Admiral Bayley, of the British: 
mavy, “who had been placed by Admiral.Sims in com- 
mand of the American-destroyers based on Queenstown," 
going to sea occasionally which Admiral Sims declared. 
was “something geite unprecedented and possibly even 

ensible.” one occasion Admiral Bayley took 
Admiral Sims with him “to watch certain experiments. 
with depth charges” which Admiral Sims wrote was .‘‘a 
highly imprudent thing to do.” The Secretary's com- 
ment on this was: “My own opinion is that Admiral 
Bayley was not ‘imprudent’ or doing anything ‘repre- 
hensible,’ but that, like Nelson, he .was doing most. ‘to 
win the war when he went. out to fipd the foe on the 
sea.” He continued: “The second fundamental differ- 
ence between the Secretary of the Navy and Rear’ Aj- 
miral Sims has been clearly stated by both. The Rear 
Admiral takes the ground that. no .DS.M. should be 
given’ under any circumstances to a commander of a: 
ship which ‘is sunk or seriously damaged. by fnemy sub-

Awards Where Ship Is Lost: 

He then enunciated the principle that a captain who 
had lost his ship should not_be denied: the D.S.M., re- 
peating what he wrote to Senktor Page on this point in 
his letter of Jan. 3 which we priated in full in our issue 
of Jan. 10, page 575. He repeated the names of a long 
list of American Navy heroes who have been honored by 
the nation in spite of the fact that they had lost their 
ships, including such officers as Lawrence; Sigsbee, Por- 
ter, Reid, Herndon, Selfridge, Bache, Craven. He also 
gave lists of French, English and Italian. officers who 
were given honors and superior commands after their 
ships were lost during the World War or whose families 
were given posthumous honors.

He said that Ad- 
miral Sims claims “that the awards of medals te com- 
manding officers of ships which were sunk or damaged 
by enemy torpedo or mines. they show great cour- 
age and efficiency is so radically w: as to undermine 
the efficiency of the military organization” was in direct 
ition to the _Feegmmandations of.

t, all admirals who were in command of the major, 
units; all of whom recommended the D.S.M. to officers 
who. showed .rare qualities of leadership when ‘their ships’ 
had been damaged or sunk. The contention, that: the’’ 
morale of the Navy has been ‘shot to piects;’"for the: 
above reasons is so utterly groundicss ‘as to need only ‘td; 
be..stated to show its absurdity.” On this line the Secx: 
rétary quoted testimony given by Rear Admirals DeWitt’: 
Coffman and Charles J. Badger before the sub-commit- 
tee-in which théy deprecated the idea that such 4 ‘ques- 
tion as this of awards would . permanently. affect the 
morale of the Service.| When he. referred to Admiral 
Badger’s testimony Mr. Daniels said of him :.:I hesitate 
to say he is the greatest man in the Navy, but none is 
greater.” r 

Mr. Daniels declared that “the morale of the Navy has 
suffered from the same influences that have affected the 
whole country which has not yet recovered from the 
shell-shock of war.” He continned: 

‘The Navy is short, very short in skilled men... 
and the department has been doing everything it could te 
secure such increase in pay as would hold and attract the 
men needed in the Navy, but Congress has not yet acted 
upon the bill which was approved months ago by the House 
Naval Committee, though a few days ago the Heuse did pass 
the bill to increase the pay of enlisted men and non-commis- 
sioned officers, but gave no increase to the commissioned 
officers. Pay outside is from twe to five times as much and 
often more than the Navy pays. In these days of high cost 
of living, unless Congress increases the pay, we may not in 
the days of peace expect men to make the required sacrifice 
in income to serve the Navy. We have the same commis- 
sioned officers new that we had before the war, only a small 
number having resigned. They are better trained than they 
were before the war and if Congress will make the pay in the 
Navy high enough to attract men the Navy will stortly be 
fully manned. I was talking with a distinguished officer the 
other day and he said the only thing ‘the matter with the 
Navy t y is the lack of adequate compensation. 

‘‘Speaking of the morale of the Navy, the. Navy is, of 
course, like every other institution since the war and the 
conditions that followed the war are well set eut in the letter 
of Admiral Sims, dated Jan. 15: “Immediately fojlowing this.

Sims Made No Report on Foreign Officers. 


Subsequent to the sending by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion to all ships and stations of a notification on Jan. 18, 
1919, ‘that the bill governing the awards of medals had 
passed both Houses of Congress, giving the provisions of 
the bill, and directing ali commanding officers to make a 
full report and definite recommendations, a second letter 
of the same general tenor was issued on Feb. 24, 1919. 
On March 10, 1919, Operations sent this cablegram to 
Admiral Sims: “Report names of United States and for- 
eign officers associated with you during the war who are 
deserving of special recognition by the Navy Depart- 
ment.” After stating the above facts Mr. Daniels con- 
tinued : 

‘‘So far as the records have disclosed no names had beea 
submitted by Admiral Sims when he left London on March 
31. On May 6, 1919, Admiral Knapp, who succeeded Admiral 
Sims, appointed a. board in London, consisting of Rear Ad- 
miral .S. S. Robison and Comdr. E. G. Allen, to ‘prepare’ 
recommendations which were received in compliance with the 
Bureau of Navigation’s directions with reference to meda! 
awards. The board was instructed ‘to consider and forward 
all reperts of detached commanders and naval attach@s oa 
this, subject.’ It was not a board authorized te make specific 
recommendations. The board’s report was. received in the 
department about July 25, 1919, and was forwarded to Ad- 
miral Sims under date of July 30, before being sent to the 
Board of Awards. On Aug, 18 Admiral Sims placed on’ this 
paper an endorsement in which, among other things; he said 
‘the. report. of the board is incomplete and ia some cases ina- 
accurate,” but that it was impossible for him ‘to compile and 
submit a complete list’ of those worthy of recognition because 
he did not have at hand ‘the necessary infortiation’ and ‘did 
not know the policy of the department,’ though it had been 
set forth in ‘two citcular letters by the Bureau of Navigation. 
He added, ‘in.some few instances I have made specific recout- 
mendations.’ ‘ é 

‘He then discussed the line of demarcation between the 
D.S.M. and the Navy. Cross, ahd thus defined his interpre- 
tation of the law: ‘The D.S.M. will be awarded to any persdh 
in the navai service who has served ‘‘not alone faithfully 
and zealously but whose service has been of a brilliant and 
unusual ebaracter, which has resulted directly in distinguished 
results reflecting great credit upon the officer himself and 
upon. the Navy,’ and .that the Navy Cross. will be awarded 
to any person who has rendered service involving ‘‘extra- 
ordinary heroism or distinguished service in the time of his 
Pprofession.’’” He said ‘the Board of Awards. will be sin sa: 
position to make specific recommendations where T haye failed 
to do so.’ He requested that all lists involving those Whe 
had served in Euro 
ment before approved,’ and he be informed of ‘the policy, 
governing the award ‘of decorations.’ ' He ‘added: ‘Subject 
to. such of the abeve remarks as are pertinent.therete the 
report of the London Board .is approved.’ That 1 
forwarded: to the- Board of Awards without comment ’’* 

Mr. Danieis then stated that the London Board of 


Awards, in searching the. files at the U.S. Naval Head-. 


quarters in London, England, reported that “no reperts 
are on file from Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S-N., 
with the exception of the tliree attached letters writteh 
by Admiral Sims- when Force Commander to Bureaa 
(Navigation) making definite recommendations.” The 
Secretary added that “there were no citations in these 
cases’ ‘e¥cépt such as weére ‘submitted by the British” 
which included three enlisted men named R. J. Mc- 
Naughton, W. H. Justice and D. S. Loomis. He closed 
this discussion of the London awards by saying: “If the 
committee will carefully examine the papers I have here 
dealing with the recommendations for awards to officers 
who served under Admiral Sims during the war, it wil! 
find that the difficulties of the Board of Awards and of 
the department in arriving at proper and just awards 
were materially increased by the manner in which this 
matter was dealt with hy Admiral Sims.”

rine AL-2, Lieut.-P. PF. Foster, commanding. 

Mr. Daniels brought his testimony to a close by re- 
ealling Admiral Sims’s statement in his testimony that 
“the whole thing could be done very quickly”. (referring 
to the honors awards) adding “the reports were all in 
immediately after the armistice was signed.” Mr. Dan- 
iels made this comment on the Admiral’s words: “In 
his statement his memory is not accurate, ‘The first re- 
port came in during June and his last in November and 
the report of the London Board, which he said was ‘in- 


accurate,’ came to the Knight Board July 29, 1919. As 
the act did not pass until Feb. 4, 1919, Rear Admiral 
Sims was entirely wrong when he said the reports were 
all in immediately after the armistice was signed.” The 
Seeretary then added the opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Navy, given at Mr. Daniels’s request, as 
to “what is a superior « fiicer in the meaning of the act?’ 
The J.A.G. stated that “in my opinion the words ‘naval 
superior’ as used in the act cited [that of Feb. 4, 1919] 
inelude the Secretary of the Navy.”

ADMIRAL SIMS8’S SEA SERVICE. 


In his statement before the Senate sub-committee on 
Navy honors awards on Feb. 3 Secretary Daniels said: 

“The position of Rear Admiral Sims in placing shore 
duty above sea duty in the danger zone is, no doubt, in- 
fluenced by his own record. During the last twenty-five 
years he has served about sixteen years on shore duty 
and about nine years on sea duty.” : 

This is a very incomplete statement of Admiral Sims’s 
sea and shore service. The official Navy Register for 
Jan. 1, 1917, which is the last register which specifies 
the “total sea service and other duty” of officers in all 
grades since they entered the Service, gives the total sea 
service of Rear Admiral Sims on the abové date as 
twenty-two years and nine months, and for shore or 
other duty he was credited with fifteen years and ten 
months. Of the thirty rear admirals on the list, the 
Navy Register shows that all but one performed more 
duty ashore than Rear Admiral Sims. His total sea 
service on Jan. 1, 1917, was exceeded by only ten rear 
adinirals, among the thirty then on the list, and only 
four of the ten rear admirals had more than one year’s 
service in excess of Rear Admiral Sims. His sea sger- 
vice was performed in many classes of ships, and in- 
eluded the old steam frigate with sails, sailing ships, the 
later type of gunboat, monitor, cruiser and battleship, 
and his sea duty was in various waters of the world. 

Coming to the official yearly Navy Register dated Jan. 
1, 1919, which gives only sea service in present grade, 
we find that of the list of seventy-one rear admirals, 
thirty had less sea service in their “present grade” at 
that time than Admiral Sims, who was credited with 
two years’ sea service in present grade. He was given 
temporary rank of Admiral Dec. 4, 1918, and was com- 
missioned a rear admiral from Aug. 29, 1916. Most of 
the rear admirals who exceeded him in length of sea ser- 
viee “in present grade,” as noted in the Jan. 1, 1919, 
Navy Register, bad less than a year’s sea service in 
excess of Sims, and these numbered twenty-four. Those 
who had over one year’s sea service in their present 
grade in excess of Sims, numbered thirteen.

SECRETARY BAKER ON ARMY DEMOTIONS. 


‘The appearance in the press of stories that demotions 
in the U.S. Army commissioned personnel have been un- 
just and the cause of a serious lowering of morale, and 
which stated that Gen. John J. Pershing and the gen- 
eral officers recently attending the War Department con- 
ference had protested to the Secretary of War against 
alleged “discrimination” between officers who served 
everseas and those who served in the United States, was 
breught to the attention of Seéretary Baker on Feb. 2. 
The Secretary indicated that there was nothing stable as 
a foundation for the protest part of the stories, though 
he realized that demotions had been a topic of discus- 
. gion among Army officers. On the request for a state- 
ment which might allay any harmful effects from the 
reports that were in circulation the Secretary dictated 
the following: , 

“The situation with regard to the emergency rank is 
relatively simple. A number of men of the Regular 
Army have been retained in their emergency rank to 
eomplete the work for which the emergency rank was 
given. As rapidly as their work is completed they will 
revert to their Regular Army rank, This plan was 
fully explained to both the House and Senate Military 
Affairs Committees at the time the so-called 18,000 Offi- 
eer bill was under discussion. That bill give’ no author- 
ity to retain officers in emergency rank as a reward for, 
er in recognition. of, past service, but merely to enable 
them to close up the war activities of the Department, 
Meantime, the situation of a very Jarge number of ex- 
cellent officers who held high emergency rank in the 
Army overseas and at home, and who are now reverted 
to relatively low rank in the Regulax Establishment, by 
reason of their task being completed, is obviously one 
ef great hardship. The high-cost of living alone is a 
serious embarrassment and the lower pay of their Reg- 
ular Army rank makes it difficult for them to live. This 
matter has been discussed by the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, and it is hoped that some relief would ba 
afforded by the pay bill which is still under considera- 
tion in the Congress. I should be very happy to sympa- 
thize with any measure the Congress will adopt which 
will provide an opportunity to relieve the situation, but 
the difficulties are serious. If all officers of the 
Army were to hold permanently the highest rank they 

id in the temporary establishment the Army would 

ve no junior officers, but would consist largely of 

h ranking officers. I personally know no way under 

ing law in which I can affect the present situation, 
nor do I see how the Congress could improve it, except

GENERAL STAFF STUDY OF SENATE BILL. 


Although the Army Reorganization bill (S. 3792) was 
finally amended so as to provide the Regular Army with 
280,000 enlisted men, the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs seems to have been convinced that a large per- 
manent strength was unwarranted, even after consider- 
ing a study of this portion of the bill made in the Op- 
erations Division of the General Staff, of which Major 
Gen. Henry Jervey is chief. This General Staff study 
maintained that the enlisted personnel should be no less 
than 300,000. On the question of permanent personnel 
it states: 

“It is recommended that there be at least sixteen In- 
fantry divisions, one Cavalry division, with the neces- 
sary Coast Artillery Corps, Air Corps, etc., distributed 
as follows: Training areas, twelve; Canal Zone, one; 
Hawaii, one; Philippines, China, Alaska, one; Mexican 
border, one Cavalry and one Infantry. The combat 
strength of the Senate bill is unsufficient to carry out 
this plan. To organize this number of divisions from 
the total force authorized would give divisions too small 
to accomplish anything. To maintain overseas divisions 
at war strength would still further reduce the home divi- 
sions. ‘The number of enlisted men necessary to form 
these divisions with proper auxiliaries is approximately 
300,000, of which 250,000 should be combat troops dis- 
tributed as follows:

“The foregoing Strength will provide divisions of about 
12,000 men each, with a small proportion of corps and 
army troops, an Infantry minimum strength adequate 
for.training and for minor operations against a poorly 
organized enemy or for domestic disturbances, and at the 
same time capable of expansion for war against a well 
organized enemy.” 

The bill as finally reported, however, provides for only

The cuts in the Senate bill fall heaviest on the field 
forces and show the Senate committee’s purpose appa- 
rently to be to consider the Cavalry succumbing to the 
Air Corps, for the former, comparing the staff study 
with the bill, is depleted by 892 officers and 22,593 men, 
while the latter is expanded 221 officers and 10,000 men. 
The Infantry is 674 officers and 18,814 men under the 
staff estimate, the Field Artillery 514 officers and 14,398 
men, and the Signal Corps 2,312 men. The Coast Ar- 
tillery gs however, gains 2,000 men, the Corps of 
Engineers officers and 2,017 men, and the Signal 
Corps 79 officers. Of this Cavalry provision the staff 
study says: A 

“This allots only 14,000 enlisted men to Cavalry. We 
now have twenty-five Cavalry regiments (eight of 
whieh are acting as Field Artillery). If we continue 
our twenty-five regiments this will give 560 men per 
regiment or thirty-seven men per troop, which experi- 
ence has shown to be £0 smalt that it becomes practically 
useless for any effective training. If we assume that the 
eight Cavalry regiments now acting as Fie'd Artillery 
regiments are never returned -to the Cavalry, we shall 
have seventeen regiments of Cavalry remaining. Divid- 
ing these 14,000 men up between seventeen regiments we 
have 823 men per régiment, or approximately fifty-five 
men per troop. This also has long proved ineffective in 
size, and especially is this true of troops on the border 
where con t patrol is carried on. %. 

“If we abdfish six of the seventeen regiments we have 
eleven remaining. Suppose that we abolish the regi- 
ments, respectively, at Forts Ethan Allen, Myer, Osie- 

in Hawaii, the Philippines, Fort D. A. Russell 
and Fort Riley and retain eleven as follows: Eight regi- 
ments complete on the border, one regiment partly on 
the border and partly in Panama, one regiment partly 
on the- border and partly in California, one regiment at 
Fort Sam Houston for reserve border duty. With a 
total Cavalry strength of 14,000 men this will give us 
1,272 men regiment, or eighty-five per a, 
which is effective though it does not comply with idé 
requirements. However, to obtain this effective strength 
en the border we use practically every Cavalryman, strip- 
ping schools, insular possessions, and the Cavalry Re- 
serve at points in this country where available for strike 
duty. There is the alle 
Cavalry in this bill, no possibility of relieving Cavalry 
on the border for there are no regiments with which to 
relieve them. The Cavalry School is deprived of a Cay- 
alry arm, which is the typical arm for service in our 
Southwest, and in Mexico, is reduced to such a point 
that it could not be brought together in effective concen- 
trations in case of trouble with Mexico.” 

It is hoped that the provision for the Cavalry arm in 
the bill may be expanded when the measure is passed in 
order to meet the situation adequately. The study, while 
it indicates numerous minor corrections throughout the 
Senate bill, points out a danger in the provision for the 
Undersecretary of War which it might be well to heed, 
in the enactment of the bill. Although changes have 
been made in this section in accordance with suggestions 
of the Secretary of War, there is still room for improve- 
ment as pointed out in the study as follows: 

“Tnless the regulations (which must be considered by 
the Chief of Staff and the Undersecretary of War, to- 
gether, and then approved by the ae yd of War) are 
so drawn as to minimize the powers of the Undersecre- 
tary of War, he will have a certain concurrent jurisdic- 
tion with the Purchase, Storage and Traffic Division of 
the General Staff over the service bureaus, Corps and ser- 
vices. This will establish dual control, and will require 
the bureaus, corps and services to serve two masters, It 
is presumed the main object of creating the office of Un- 
dersecretary of War is to facilitate the procurement of 
‘the Military Establishment. This can be

A diagram to illustrate the argument that the Under- 
secretary should not be the master but the servant of the 
services, and yet the master of that field of procurement 
that may be allotted to the War Department by the 
President through the ageacy of some such device as the 
War Industries Board, accompanied this study. It 
shows ‘all the bureaus, corps and services procuring 
through the aid and allottments of the Underseerctary, 
who thus would function (as he should) as a director of 
procurement for the War Department. In the respects 
outlined above the committee and Congress has the re- 
sults of a profound consideration of the bill. Having 
in mind the lessons of the World War and the problems 
that are likely to confront the War Department in the _ 
not distant future, this study by professional soldiers 
war-time experience should have equally profound con- 
sideration by Congress with a view to providing the 
nation an adequate military policy.

This provision is so written that if the 
Under Secretary and Chief of Staff agree on matters of 
supplies it would be possible for them to carry on their 
policy without calling in the Se¢retary. “I understand 
that they will amend that provision,” said Mr. Baker.

NAVY G.C.M. CASES. 


Lieut. Comdr. William D. Owens, Med. Corps, U.S.N., was 
tried by G.C.M. Oct. 14, 1919, at Annapolis on a charge of 
drunkenness and was acquitted, the acquittal being approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy. The J.A.G. of the Navy ia 
expressing his views of the proceedings said in part: ‘‘At 
the end of presecution’s case defense offered no 
evidence and the case’ went to the court upon the evidence 
adduced by the Government and the arguments made by 
counsel and by the judge advocate. The case is one offering 
no doubtful features; the sole testimony which, even by a 
process of argument ‘and deduction, could be made patent of 
an interpretation unfavorable to the accused, is to the effect 
that (a) accused was ordered off Mr. 's y 
the latter, and (b) accused was without hat, coat | and collar, 
Laying aside for the t the tary principles of law 
that accused is innocent until Proven guilty, that the burden 
of proof is upon the prosecution, and that the accused must 
be proven guilty yond a reaso doubt, the testimony 
above adverted to is wholly without probative value to estab- 
lish drunkenness, because consistent with so many other 
conclusions.’ (C.M.O. 309, Dec. 13, 1919, Navy Dept.) 

Lieut. Charles L. Greene, U.S.N., was found guilty by a 
G.C.M. Oct. 6, 1919, on board the U.S.S. Black Hawk of 
drunkenness on duty and was sentenced to dismissal. The 
Secretary of the Navy e+ the proceedings, findings and 
sentence, but in view of the unanimous recommendation for 
clemency by the — may the accused's previous good record and 
his excellent service during the war, mitigated the sentence 
to the loss of $50 per month of his pay for six months, and 
directed that he be from arrest and restored to duty. 
(C.M.O. 315, Dec. 30, 1919, Navy Dept.) 

Lieut. Harold W. Johnson, Corps of Civil Engineers, U.S.N 
was found guilty by G.C.M. July 14, 1919, at the navy yard, 
New York, of neglect of duty and was sentenced to lose $50 
per month of his pay for four months. Three of the five 
members ef the court recommended clemency in consideration 
of high efficiency and excellent character as testified to. The 
J.A.G. in his comments noted a number of errors in the pro- 
goodings, and fatal errors in the specifications. The court, the 
J.A.G. also points out, erred in substituting the charge of 
*‘Ne t of duty’’ for the charge of ‘‘Scandalous conduct 
ten to the destruction of good morals,’’ as the substituted 
charge is not a lesser kindred one. ‘‘It need scarcely be 
noted,’’ says the J.A.G., ‘‘that while a court may always 
convict of a lesser kindred offe <e, it is not e wered to find 
a higher or ver offense then the one rged nor an 
offense of a erent na etc. It may be pe seen that 
a charge of scandalous c uct tending to destruction of 
good morals does not bmn 4 involve neglect of duty and, 
in fact, more often does as: hence it an offense of a 
different nature and, for the reasons cited, is an improper 
substitution.’’ It is recommended that the "proceedings, sub- 
ject to the remarks narrated, be approved; but, for the rea- 
sons set forth, it is recommended that certs’ specifications 
be disapproved; and that Lieutenant Johnsvn be released 
from arrest and restored to duty. Secretary Daniels in re- 
viewing the proceedings approved the recommendations of the 
J.A.G., and said in part: ‘‘While the accused cannot be 
legally convicted of the offense found proved, the evidence in

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SENATE PASSES WADSWORTH PAY BILL. 


The Senate on Feb. 3 passed the Wadsworth pay bill 
(8. 3383) which proposes to increase the base pay of 
all officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
-Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey and Public Health 
Service, contract surgeons, warrant officers, Army 
field clerks and field clerks Quartermaster Corps ten per 
centum per annum; and the pay of all enlisted men and 
of members of the Female Nurse Corps of the Army and 
Navy twenty per centum: Provided, That such increase 
shall not apply to enlisted men whose initial pay, if it 
has already been permanently increased since April 6, 
1917, is now less than $33 per month. 

Section 2 of the bill as passed repeals existing limita- 
tions on the pay of colonel, lieutenant colonel and major 
in the Army and Marine Corps; captain, commander 
and lieutenant commander in the Navy; captain com- 
mandant, senior captain and captain in the Coast 
Guard, and assistant surgeon general, senior surgeon and 
surgeon in the Public Health Service. This repeal of 
existing law will give all officers of whatever grade full 
benefit of the longevity provisions up to forty per cent. 
of their base pay for over twenty years’ service. 

This same section (2) provides: 

That the base pay of all chief petty officers while holding 
active appointment shall be $99 per month, and those holdin 
permanent appointment shall be $126 per month: Provide 
further, That commissioned officers, warrant officers and petty 
officers and other enlisted men of the Coast Guard shall re- 
ceive the same pay and allowances and bonuses as are now or 
may hereafter be prescribed for corresponding grades or 
ratings and length of service in the Navy, and the grades and 
ratings of warrant officers, chief petty officers, petty officers 
and other enlisted persons in the Coast Guard shall be the 
same as in the Navy in so far as the duties of the Coast 
Guard may require, with the continuance in the Coast Guard 
of the grade of surfman, whose base pay shall be $70 per 
month: And provided further, That the senior district super- 
intendent, the three district superintendents next in order by 
seniority, the four district superintendents next below these 
three in order of seniority, and the junior five district super- 
intendents shall have the rank, pay and allowances of captain, 
first ‘lieutenant, second lieutenant and third lieutenant in the 
Coast Guard, respectively. 

“The allowance for commutation of rations proportioned 
to the number of rooms authorized per grade was adopted 
as printed below in Section 3 of the bill. Retired pay is 
to be based on the new active rates. Transportation of 
families on permanent change of station is to be paid by 
the Government, and enlisted men entitled under existing 
regulations to guartérs commutation are hereafter to 
share the benefits of the Commutation act of April 16, 
1918. The text of these and remaining sections as 
adopted follows: 

Sec. 3. That all officers and enlisted men, contract surgeons 
serving full time, warrant officers, Army field clerks and field 
clerks Q.M.0., and members of female Nurse Corps of the 
Army and Navy, shall at all times be entitled to the number 
of rations per diem, or commutation thereof, that equal the 
number of rooms now authorized by law or existing regula- 
tions as quarters for the rank or rating of such officers or 
ether persons above specified. All non-commissioned officers 
ef the fang eas Marine Corps of grade of color sergeant and 
above, as ed by existing Army regulations, and all chief 
petty officers of the Navy and Coast Guard, shall be entitled 

one ration or commutation therefor in addition to that to 
which they are now entitled, and the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of the Treasury 
may by regulations authorize the issuance of a further addi- 
tional ration or payment of commutation therefor to such non- 
commissioned officers and chief petty officers above mentioned 
of the forces under their respective departments as they may 
deem proper. The commutation value shall be determined by 
the President on July 1 of each fiscal year, and for the current 
fiscal year the value shall be computed on the basis of fifty- 
five cents per ration. 

Sec. 4. That the compensation of all officers and enlisted 
men on the retired list shall hereafter be computed on the 
Pay established by this act, and on all allowances provided for 
officers and enlisted men of corresponding rank and rating on 
the active list: Provided, That nothing herein contained shall 
operate to reduce the pay-or allowance of any officer or 
enlisted man now on the active or retired list. 

Sec. 5. That in lieu of compensation now prescribed by law, 
commissioned officers of the Coast and Geodetic Survey shall 
Feceive the same pay and allowances as are now or may 
hereafter be prescribed for officers of the Navy with whom 
they hold relative rank as prescribed in the act of May 22, 
1917, entitled ‘‘An act to temporarily increase the commis- 
sioned and warrant and enlisted strength of the Navy and 
Marine Corps, and for other purposes,’’ including longevity, 
which shall be based on the total service in the Coast and 

tic Survey and Army and Navy, and all laws relating to 
the retirement of commissioned officers of the Navy shall 
hereafter apply to commissioned officers of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. 

Sec. 6. That hereafter when any officer, enlisted man or 
other teeny named in this act is ordered to make a perma- 
nent change of station, the United States shall furnish trans- 
tion in kind from funds appropriated for the transporta- 

m of the Army, the Navy, the Coast Guard and the Public 
Health Service to his new station for the wife, children and 
dependent parents of such officer, enlisted man or other per- 
gon: Provided, That if the cost of such transportation exceeds 
that for transportation from the old to the new station the 
excess cost shall be paid to the United States by the officer, 

isted man or other person concerned. 

Sec. 7. That the rights and benefits prescribed under the 
act of April 16, 1918, granting commutation of quarters, heat 
and light during the present emergency to officers of the Army 
on duty in the field are hereby continued and made effective 
after the termination of the present emergency and shall 
hereafter apply equally to officers of the Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard and Public Health Service: Provided, That such 
rights and benefits as are prescribed for officers shall apply 
equally for enlisted men now entitled by regulations to quar- 
ters or to commutation therefor. 

Sec. 8. That there is hereby appropriated out of any money 
fn the Treasury not otherwise appropriated such sums as may 
be necessary to carry out the provisions of this act during 
the current fiscal — under the several appropriations re- 
spectively chargeable.

Minority Report on Army Reorganization Bill, 

A minority report of the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, which has had under consideration the 
Army Reorganization bill (S. 3792), was submitted on 
Jan. 31. It was signed without any qualifications by 
Senators McKellar and Sheppard, and with certain res- 
ervations by Senatcrs Lenroot and Capper. The report 
was printed in full on page 674 of our issue of Jan. 31. 


Sale of Camps. 

The Senate on Feb. 4 passed ‘the bill (H.R. 8819) 
which provides for the sale of Camps Taylor, Ky., Eus- 
tis, Va., and Gordon, Ga., which was favorably reported 
by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs during the 
previous week.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 
Urge $15,000,000 for Army Aircraft. 
Assistant Secretary of War Benedict Crowell and 


“Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, Director of the Air 


Service, were heard by the House Committee on Military 
Affairs on Feb. 3 in connection with the War Depart- 
ment’s request for a $15,000,000 appropriation, intro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Kahn, chairman of the com- 
mittee, for the purchase of airplanes. Mi. Crowell and 
General Menoher informed the committee that it ‘was 
urgent that the appropriation be made and passed by 
Congress in order to maintain the efficiency of the Air 
Service. 
General Mitchell Advocates Air Department. 

Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, of the office of Director 
of Military Aeronautics, was heard by a sub-committee 
of the House Military Affairs Committee on Feb. 3 in 
relation to House Bill 12134, to create a Department of 
Air, defining the powers and duties of the director thereof 
and providing for the production, designing and main- 
taining of aircraft. General Mitchell, by the use of maps 
laid before the committee his reasons for advocating the 
unification of the Army and Navy Air Services, declar- 
ing that both departments had much in common and that 
what differences existed were negligible. “It is possible 
to send rigid airships at night over a naval fleet and 
drop bombs on the craft,” said the General, who then 
proceeded to review the work accomplished by the Ameri- 
can aviation forces overseas in the war. There was 
every practical reason why the Air Service should be 
united, concluded the General. 

Admiral Fletcher’s Testimony Desired. 

Senator Hale, chairman of the sub-committee which is 
to conduct an investigation of the operation of the Navy 
Department during the World War, stated on Feb. 3 
that the committee would in all probability request that 
Rear Admiral William B. Fletcher, who was relieved of 
command of the U.S. Navy patrol in French waters in 
October, 1917, be called to testify before the sub-com- 
mittee. As Admiral Fletcher. is commandant of the 14th 
Naval District, Hawaii, Secretary Daniels notified the 
committee that it would require some time for him to 
come to Washington, and stated that orders to the Ad- 
miral awaited the pleasure of the committee. Admiral 
Fletcher, was relieved of his command overseas by Ad- 
miral Sims following the sinking of the transport An- 
tilles, but it was stated at the Navy Department that 
Admiral Sims had determined on this change it com- 
mands before the Antilles was lost. It was reported in 
Washington that Admiral Fletcher had retained counsel 
and was eager to appear before the committee. 


War Department Opposed to New Medal. 


Recently Senator Calder, of New York, introduced a 
bill (S. 3074) to award to men in the Army and Nav 
and the Army Female Nurse Corps a new military meda 
The award was to be for persons who had been cited in 
orders for gallantry and the Senator’s purpose was to 
provide a decoration for persons cited for gallantry who 
have not been given any of the medals now available. 
The War Department opposes the Senator’s plan, and 
in a letter to the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
to which the bill was referred, Secretary Baker says: 
“The present law provides that persons who have been 
cited for gallantry in action from the headquarters of a 
general officer’s command, may wear a silver star; in 
other words, a silver star is one of the military decora- 
tions authorized by law. It would not seem logical for 
the Government to award a medal to those whom it has 
already decorated and for no other reason than that 
they have been so decorated; or, if such a course is de- 
cided on, to limit the presentation of the medals to those 
who have received only one of the military decorations, 
and to deny it to those who have received any of the 
others, as required by Section 2 of this bill. I recom- 
mend that this bill be not favorably reported.” 


Senator New Withdraws Air Bill. 


Owing to the many objections voiced in the Senate on 
Jan 29 and 30 to Senator New’s bill to create a 
partment of Air, ome to it complete control of the air 
forces of the Army, Navy and the Post Office Depart- 
ment air routes, the Senator withdrew his bill for fur- 
ther consideration by the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs. The reasons he gave for this action are to be 
found in his words in proposing its withdrawal on Jan.

RELIEF FOR FORMER MARINE Corps SERGEANT. 

Through the presentation by Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels of a bill to provide for the relief of Anthony 
Sulik, former sergeant, U.S.M.C., is made known an un- 
usual story of the war. Sulik, it appears, while on duty 
with the Army was tried by an Army G.C.M., the speci- 
fication alleging that he ran away from his command 
which was then engaging the enemy and did not return 
until two days later, after the engagement had been con- 
cluded. He was found guilty and sentenced to be re- 
duced to the ranks, to be dishonorably discharged, to for- 
feit all pay and allowances and be confined at hard 
labor for twenty years. In accordance with this Sulik 
was dishongrably discharged from the Marine Corps and 
the sum of $388.84 was checked against his account as 
forfeited. In presenting the bill for the relief of this 
man Mr. Daniels writes that it came to the attention of 
the Commandant, Marine Corps, that there was consid- 
erable doubt whether Sulik was guilty as charged. A 
thorough investigation was ordered, the result of which 
the commandant believes clearly shows that Sukk had 
neither deserted nor was he absent knowingly without 
leave. Statements from his commanding officer, Major 
Le Roy P. Hunt, and ten enlisted men who came in 
eontact with Sulik during his alleged unauthorized ab- 
sence show that during the entire time he was in fact en- 
gaged in conducting a number of German prisoners te 
the rear. It appears that the conduct of Sulik showed 
neither evidence of cowardice nor any intentional dis- 
obedience of orders; Sulik being under the impressiop 
that he was engaged in the proper performance of his 
duties. He did actually participate in the offensive op- 
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erations in the Champagne sector Oct. 3 and 4, 1918, 
and was wounded; he had ample opportunity at this 
time to desert in the face of the enemy had he been a 
coward and so desired. The Commandant therefore pre- 
sented the case to The Adjutant General of the Army 
and the unexpired portion of the sentence was remitted 
by order of the Secretary of War, Oct. 29, 1919, and 
Sulik was re-enlisted in the Marine Corps Nov. 6, 1919, 
where he is now serving. ‘The remission of the sentence 
in this case, however, does not relieve him from the losy 
of pay and other disabilities attendant upon a dishon 
orable discharge imposed by a G.C.M. pursuant to a 
charge of desertion, which relief can be granted only by 
authority of Congress. .

WorbD FROM A SUBSCRIBER IN SIBERIA. 

A U.S. Army officer on duty with the A.E.F. in Si- 
beria sends his subscription to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL for five years in advance, and adds the follow- 
ing frieadly comment: ‘Here in this very dreary part of 
the world one of my very few enjoyments is the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL. Our mail service is much worse 
than in France (I served with the 2d Div., 23d Inf.), 
and one time I received no copies of the Journal for 
nine weeks. I wrote you and you immediately mailed 
those nine missing copies. You may know I appreci- 
ated that. I always read with interest your remarks in 
regard to the old N.C.O. I am a Class III officer. Have 
been commissioned since June 30, 1917, and while I have 
no kick at all to make when my time comes to go back 
to my pre-war status, I do feel that Congress might re- 
ward us by creating a warrant grade. Since I have been 
commissioned I have served only with Regular Army 
organizations, the 23d, 32d and 27th Infantry, and I 
have heard the opinions of many of our field officers. 
Many favor the commissioning of the old N.C.O. into the 
Regular Army, but the majority favor a warrant grade, 
and I think that would meet the approval of many of the 
former N.C.O.s, especially those of the line. But be that 
as it may, here is one that is going to finish his time, if 
it is done doing kitchen police. I have observed that the 
Government has always played mighty fair with her sol- 
diers, and with the assistance of a few good papers, and 
especially the ARMY AND Navy JourNAL, I think we 
will never regret our commissioned service. I know I 
will not, for I have had the pleasure of associating with 
some mighty fine men, slept and messed with them in 
France. So here is hoping that sooner or later everyone 
is satisfied, and we all bid farewell to Siberia’s bleak 
shores in the near future. The morale of the men is fine 
and the conditions are trying, owing to the cold and no 
quarters’ except box cars. We are guarding the railroad 
from Spasskoe to Ussiri.”’

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Gyroscope TuRN INDICATOR TESTED. 

By direction of the Training and Operation Group, 
Air Service of the Army, a test was recently made of 
the Sperry gyroscope turn indicator for cloud and fog 
flying. ‘The instrument is a light gyroscope operated at 
a speed of approximately 2,300 revolutions per minute 
by a Venturi capable of varying degrees of sensitive- 
ness by the operation of a thumb-screw to vary the 
effectiveness of the Venturi. The report of the pilot of 
this test, in a DH-4 Liberty plane, says that the turn 
indicator appears as a circular dial having a disc which 
rotates to show white on port or starboard side, signal- 
ing for corresponding application of rudder; for exam- 
ple, should the machine tend to turn to the right the 
white portion of the disc is laid bare on the left, calling 
for the application of left rudder. ‘The instrument is 
good, the report states, and is all that is claimed for it, 
but requires great eare on the part of the pilot. Its 
great value will be in its use in conjunction with the 
compass for keeping the pilot on a dead straight bear- 
ing, irrespective of fog and defects in rigging of the 
plane itself. Were a compass sufficiently sensitive this 
instrument would not be necessary, but with compasses 
now extant the movement of the dial is so slow that a 
slight turn is not immediately indicated, and the pilot, 
upaware, does not make the mecessary correction in 
time. This instrument fulfills the function of revealing 
quickly any turn the machine makes. One precaution 
is that application of this rudder must be made in- 
stantly the variation appears. If it is allowed to con- 
tinue more than four or five seconds on its wrong course 
the gyroscope is apt to assume a new bearing which will 
not be apparent to the pilot until he glances at the com- 
pass. The pilot must, in addition, use this instrument 
in conjunction with his compass. The pilot made a 
recommendation that an instrument should be developed 
which will perform ‘the function of a compass and turn 


indicator in one. 
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ARMY NuRSE Day. 

The Army nurse was honored on Jan. 25 when the 
nation paid tribute to her valorous deeds and self-sacri- 
fice, as proposed in a petition signed by a group of pa- 
tients in one of the Army hospitals and indorsed by the 
governors of many states. Many governors issued proc- 
lamations designating the day in honor of “The Roses 
of No Man’s Land,” the red rose being the flower of 
the day. The Army nufse formed the subjects of ser- 
mous delivered from many pulpits. 





QUARTERS FOR MARRIED Non-CoMs. 

Press reports that Madison Barracks “is to be known 
as the married men’s post because the War Department 
has set it aside for men who have married foreign 
brides,” brings this comment from an Army wife at 
Camp Travis, Texas: “What a blessing it would be ‘for 
the enlisted men at Camp Travis if they could have fore- 
seen this great war and have postponed their marriage 
ceremony until the opportunity for alliance with a for- 
eign bride presented itself, so as to be provided with 
quarters in camp, and not be compelled to rent quarters 
in the city at a high price. No quarters can be rented 
within thirty minutes’ walking distance from the camp. 
There are many unoccupied barracks and officers’ quar- 
ters at Camp Travis, but none are available for assign- 
ment as quarters for married enlisted men. Many of 
these men have from fifteen to twenty-five years of 
honorable service to their credit, and a number were 
commissioned officers during the war, and have given the 
Government valuable and efficient service. It’s a glar- 
ing injustice to our veteran enlisted men to compe] them 
to rent quarters, with their.meager pay, when barracks 
and officers’ quarters can Se reconstructed and made 
suitable quarters at a small cost to the Government; 
and especially so, when officers are allowed commuta- 
tion of quarters and enlisted men are not. Give the en- 
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listed men their just dues and thereby create an in- 

centive for enlistment and re-enlistment; then the prob- 

lem of shortage of men in the Army and the high rate 

of desertion will be solved. It has long ago been ac- 

knowledged that the old non-commissioned officers are 

the backbone of the Army, and a valuable asset; give 

them a square deal.”
